When surveillance reflected the arrival of a new 
group in town, they were brought in for investigation and 
their residence searched. 


Certain addresses used ar: mail drops 
in Philadelphia had been determined to be the addresses of known 
Negro extremists. When a young Negro was arrested for passing 
out RAM printed flyers and was charged with inciting to riot 
these addresses appeared in his statements to the police. Search 
warrants were secured, While the search of the first four ‘ 
only eliminated their use as mail drops, the fifth contained 
RAM and Communist literature and a duplicating machine with a 
RAM leaflet on the plate. Three persons were arrested at ~ 
this last address. :

Legal searches of the home of ED ana other . 
RAM members produced a volume of literature of such 

that the District Attorney authorized the arrest of Gaia .

The above local actions appear . present to 
have curtailed the activities of this sroup. It was 
apparently a highly frustrating exper or the persons 
involved.

MUHAMMAD'S TEMPLE OF ISLAM IN DALLAS 


On July 1, 1960, sources advised that a Natio 
of Islam (NOI) group had existed at Fort Worth, Texas, Eee 


Texas, since September, 1959. 


These sources advised on June 1, 1962, that since 
July 25, 1960, the Islam believers of both Fort Worth and 
Dallas, Texas, have been meeting together as a merged group 
known as “Muhammad's Temple of Islam in Dallas." This 
group obtained temple status on March 19, 1961. 


The purpose of the Muhammad's Temple of Islam in 
Dallas is to follow the teachings of Islam as handed down 
by Elijah Muhammad, mational leader. Muhammad's Temple of 
Islam in Dallas is affiliated with NOI national ine aad 
at Chicago, Illinois, and adheres to the-teachings of 
Muhammad. 


On May 5, 1967, above sources stated above informa- 
tion remains unchanged.

Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; — 
and in mid-1960 Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referrin.. 
to Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis, commenced 
using either “Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of - 
“Muhammad's Temples of Islam.“ 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following Muhammad's teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white 
race, referred to as “white devils," in the United States; and 
the white race, because of its exploitation of the so-called 
Negroes, must and will be geskrored) in the approaching “War 
of Armageddon." 


“In the past, officials and members of the NOI, includ- 
ing Muhammad have refused to register under the provisions of 
the Selective Service Acts and have declared that Seabers owe 
no allegiance to the United States. :

offices as to (1) identity of a Top Five or Ten militant 

» and dangerous black nationalist, or Rabble-Rouser, e. g. 
STOKELY CARMICHAEL, H. RAP BROWN, DICK GREGORY, FLOYD 
MecKISSICK and the like, and (2) as to possible or specific 
counterintelligence activity against them wherever they 
appear and where time may be of the essence. Though their 
particular activity may not violate a specific law, their 
pattern of activity, evidence by voice recording, might 
have future probative evidentiary value. They are undoubtedly | 
aware of this possibility, as evidenced by their security 
precautions, and, for example in the case of GREGORY, by his 
contract covering his speech, 3/16/68, at Park College, 
Parkville, Missouri (reported separately), prohibiting re- 
cording of his speech.

For the Bureau's information, significantly active 
membership groups in the Kansas City Division (primarily 
and predominantly Negro,civil rights groups) are, in order 
of size, (1) NAACP (numerous branches in various communities); 
(2) the Council for United Action (CUA), Kansas City, Missouri, 
which claims membership or affiliation with 77 loosely-knit 
neighborhood area groups; leadership and support, to date, 
has been primarily Negro clergymen; (3) The Congress of 
Racial Equality (CORE) chapter, Kansas City, Missouri, is 
indicated to have approximately 40 occasionally active members, 
including several whites. Numerous liaison sources in these 
groups, including their chairmen, have neither espoused or 
‘condoned violence, nor indicated a propensity for violence 
or raising of tensions conducive to violence. On many 
occasions, public and private, their leaders have reportedly 
been criticai of or decried violence as a solution to Negro 
problems. Their leaders, as well as Negroes prominent in 
civic, civil rights, political and ‘religious areas, particularly 
in the sensitive Kansas City, Missouri area, vie for factional, 
organizational and community image leadership. In fact, their 
quiet competition behind the scenes, to avoid appearance of 
disunity, has occasionally served to clear the air somewhat 
in open public meetings on Negro community problems, though 
their separate organizational tactics and disunity remain. 


The Kansas City Division is keenly aware of a 
generally inarticulated feeling of depression, hopelessness 
and distrust of whites, even among some so-called Negro leaders 
and particularly among distressed and deprived Negroes in 
the few larger urban ghettos; and realizes the potential this 
situation presents for creations of tensions toward possible 
violence by irresponsible persons and any potential extremists. 
However, predominantly responsible Negro and white leaders, 
public and private, in the larger urban areas, for example 
Greater Kansas City, undoubtedly feel, and the fact appears to

4, In view of the above-described situation, to date, 
in the Kansas City Division, no suggestions or comments for 
action against any specific target are being submitted, or 
with regard for over-all counterintelligence action or 
administration of captioned program, except as follows:

KING in particular, that if any arrests are made during 
the project, bail, money and attorneys will be promptly 
furnished. This was confirmed by the Intelligence Unit 
of the Baltimore City Police Department. 


More specifically, a source reported that the 
head of the National Association For The Advancement of 
Colored People here in Baltimore contacted the WSP with 
this specific question in mind. No adequate assurance 
was given by the WSP office.

While it is realized that these instructions 
could be reversed on short. notice, there has been no 
indication that this will be done. In view of this current 
reluctance on the part of the NOI to encourage participation 
by the membership, it is felt that the organization does 
not at this time present an outstanding threat to racial 
harmony, elthough the violence potential is there.

: this type, it can be furnished to the appropriate city or 
county agency through confidential established channels with 
an eye to causing citations for housing violations, possible 
arrests locally or at least action to cause relocation of a 
group with a resultant disruptive effect. 
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a A close check can be maintained concerning the 
nancial status of leaders of the Black Nationalist groups 
develop information of acquisition by these leaders of 
real estate, expensive automobiles, or the like, so that 
consideration might be given to publicize these facts. 
The credo of some of these eroups, principally the NOI, 
is not to buy property in white neighborhoods or areas 
populated by affluent citizenry. By publicizing any 
acquisition of such property, the demoralizing effect on 
the followers would be significant. 


In those instances where two or more leaders are 
wuts for the position of leadership, it might be possible 
through careful utilization of informants to spread 
conflicting rumors about the aspiring leaders to cause 
dissension within the groups. 


- Utilization of anonymous mailings of fake literature 
appearing, to be from one group, which criticizes another group. 
This activity could possibly generate mistrust and dissension 
preciuding a unification of small groups. 


Alerting of juvenile authorities concerning the 
promiscuous activity which takes place at some of the meeting 
places, where there is drinking, smoking of “pot”, and sexual 
promiscuity. Informants have advised the meeting places are 
frequented by young teen-age girls and their presence | 
apparently causes a great deal larger attendance at the 
meetings than would ordinarily attend. 


Exploitation of the! feasibility of formenting - 
discord and animosity between the NOI and Black Nationalist 
groups. The doctrines of the two have basic differences 
and, if animosity could be created by rumor, anonymous fake 
mailings or a carefully devised pian wherein the NOI newspaper 

‘lost" and suspicion for thé 
"loss" thrown upon a Bleck Nationalist. 


Maintain a constant vigilance for possible sources 
of funds so that every step can be taken to stifle such source. 
It appears the smaller Black Nationalist groups euch as are 
active in Cleveland historically have gone under with the main 

ntributing factor being lack of funds. 
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Distribution of anti-Black Nationalist articles 
y responsible Negroes so that potential joiners, 
pathetic citizenry and curious attenders would be 
issuaded from attendance or PEEESEAPEL SOR in Black 
ationalist functions. . 


Distribution of fake announcements of a meeting 
sponsored by a small Black Nationalist group with the added 
inducement of free wine. The resultant effect would be 
heaped and loss of statute within the Negro neighbor- 

oods. 


Summary of Goals 


The Cleveland Office concurs with the Bureau that 
an effective counterintelligence program in this field 
could be an effective tool in minimizing the divisive 
effect of extremist Black Nationalists. In analyzing the 
Black Nationalist movement in our division, we have noted 


that there are deep seated animosities dividing the leader 

of the various Black Nationalist groups, c.. a 
ee While it is true that they wi on 

me occasions, they are basically distrustful of each other 

and jealous of the leadership of each other. Intensified 

efforts will be made to capitalize on this animosity and 

keep their organizations divided. There has been no evidence 

of any cooperation between the NOI and other Black Nationalist 

groups in Cleveland. 


Regarding a Messiah whose personality could 
coalesce the various Black Nationalists into a strong 
united front, the Cleveland Office does not ree 
a personality exists in this area at thig 
because of his personal weaknesses,

They 
are regarded as hoodlums and troublemakers by most 
responsible Negroes, They have gained some stature with 
white “libcrals" who have invited them to speak at affairs, 
and apparently they regard these Black Nationalists as 
curiosities. The Negro radicals and sympathizers have 
cooperated in some degree with the Black Nationalists, but 
they stop short of doing anything that will involve themselves 
in waelae ton of the law. 


: The most important goal mentioned in referenced . 
Buairtel is the prevention of the long-range growth of Black 
Nationalism among youth. The Cleveland Office feels that this 
is a most serious problem because of the impressionability of 

youth. The Cleveland Office in the past has uncertaken an 
- Agterview program of young Negro males and females who have 
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nown an interest in attending activities of these groups. 

uring the course of these interviews, Agents pointed out 

o these young people the fallacies and dangers of Black 
Nationalism. Positive results, in the form of the 
disassociation of many of those interviewed from the Black 
Nationalists, were noted. The Cleveland Office is 
interested in any suggestions that would effectively 
curtail recruitment of young people into this movement, 
as we feel that if large numbers of Negro youth are 
converted to Black Nationalism, a true black revolution 
will ensue.

Division is a relatively new movement and is not clearly defined. 
Informant and source coverage is under development and it is 
anticipated that a more definite picture will be provided in the 
near future. 


The main activities are centered in the Gainesville 
area of Florida where the following organizations exist: 


Students For A Democratic Society (SDS) 
Gainesville, orida 

SDS was organized in Gainesville, Florida, in 1966. 
It has operated as an off-campus organization in that the 
University of Florida has refused to recognize it as a campus 
organization. At the time of organization, its membership was 
listed as being 16 members. ; During February, 1967, SDS in 
Gainesville affiliated with Southern Student Organizing 
Committee (SSOC) and the group was then known as SDS-~-SSOC. 
Later SDS was dropped from the name of the group. 


SSOC has been described as the local branch of SDS. 
At the University of Florida, the two groups, reportedly, 
are promoted as different groups to give the impression of yet 
another "“new-left" organization. yg: a4

During January, 1967, SDS demonstrated in behalf of )-> 
University of Florida student who was placed o on, prohatio 
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or posing nude for an off-campus magazine. 


During July, 1967, SDS sponsored the "Viet Nam : 
Summer Florida Institute" at Gainesville, Florida, which was 
a part of the national Pretest movement against the war in 
Viet Nam. 

Since December, 1967, SDS has participated in a 
rally against support of the draft, against compulsory 
ROTC, and against recruitment by the Central Intelligence 
Agency and Dow Chemical Company on the University of Florida 
campus. 


"The Florida Alligator," daily campus newspaper, 
University of Florida, Gainesville, Florida, carried an 
article in its 2/19/68 issue captioned, "New Left Fever 
Appears Dead." The article pointed out that "despite their 
recent efforts SDS has found it nearly impossible to arouse - 
significant student interest." There is, however, a potential 
for violence by an organization such as SDS, especially if 
it gains sufficient support in the future from students at 
the University of Florida, Gainesville, Florida. 


Southern Student Organizing Committee (ssoc) 
Gainesville, Florida 


The SSOC at Gainesville, Florida, has been described 
as the local branch of SDS and is supposedly promoted as a 
different group to give the impression of yet another "new-left" 
organization. 


A letter released by the “Viet Nam Summer (Florida 
Project) ," Gainesville, Florida, sponsored by SSOC-SDS, during 
July, 1967, stated that SSOC will open a Florida regional 
office in Gainesville. This office will help any peace and

Florida Black Fund (FBF) 


A leaflet recently distributed by the above group 
came to the attention of this office. It states that the 
FBF was formed in Gainesville, Florida, out of a meeting of 
Black Activists representing twelve Florida citiés, 
including Jacksonville, Gainesville, and Tallahassee. It 
was established in an effort to unify the black community 
in Florida. 


Its objective is to cut across party, philosophic, 
social, 2conomic, and education lines, to bring biack 
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eople together to work on common problems. 


A Florida Black Power Conference is scheduled 
to be held in Jacksonville, Florida, on April 5, 6, and 
7, 1968. 


Caeser to date have been unsuccessful in 
organizing a chapter of the Southern Christian Leadership 


Conference in the Jacksonville area. More recently they 
have attempted to exert their influence in the Black Power 
movement in Gainesville, Florida. Their following has been 
limited and success as leaders questionable. The results 
of the forthcoming Fiorida Black Power Conference in 
Jacksonville, if held as scheduled, could be of great 
concern. This matter is being closely followed. 


Nation of Islam (OI) 
Jacksonville, Florida 


This organization has been in existence for a number 
of years and is estimated to currently consist of from 
25 to 30 members. 


The minister has always cautioned the members not 
to take part in any racial issues or demonstrations 
in Jacksonville. His teachings have, however, stressed the 
supremacy of the black race, hatred toward the white man and 
his religion, and an objection toward the war in Viet Nam and 
Negro participation in this war. While the NOI, to date, 
has not taken an active part in any public racial matters or 
demonstrations, because of its principals and objectives 
it does present a potential danger to the community.

The Cambridge Black Action Federation (CBAF) 
was organized in 9/67 at the suggestion of General GEORGE a 
GELSTON, Adjutant General, Maryland National Guard, when he 
was contacted by a group of Cambridge, Maryland, Negroes who 
desired a way to make public the grievances of the Negro 
community in Cambridge. It 18 a local group with no’ national 
affiliations, and there are no membership requirements. 
It is estimated that there are only about 15 persons who are 
actually considered members, but it presumes to speak for the 
Negro community in Cambridge.

2 The most active black nationalist group in the 
Baltimore area is the Congress of Racial Eguality (CORE) 
Target City Project. In the spring of 1966 a group of persons 
on the national staff of CORE came to the Baltimore area and 
took over the direction of civil rights activity which had 
been originally started by the local CORE chapter. This group 
called themselves the Baltimore Target City Project. As a 
result of their activity, the great bulk of the local CORE 
chapter severed their connection with CORE and formed a new 
organization which they called the Activists for Fair Housing. 
They are now known as the Activists, Incorporated. Persons 
associated with the CORE Target City Project have directed 
or participated in practically all civil rights activities 
in the Baltimore area, and they were algo connected with the 
activities in Cambridge which resulted in riots there. A j 
number of the activities of the CORE Target City Project 
in Baltimore have resulted in arrests and in some cases of 
persons associated with the CORE Target City Project being 
charged with inciting to riot.

Former NOI members 
who have been exposed to the hate teachings of that 
organization but are no longer subjected to its 
discipline should often be considered as potentially | 
dangerous with regard to racial matters. 


V. Miami is submitting a separate letter with 
suggestions for countcrintelligence actions to be taken 
against the NOI and SCLC, 
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The following is a separate letter relative to 
Item 5 of referenced airtel concerning suggestions for 
counterintelligence action anainst the targets previously 
listed as field-wide. 
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to the problems inherent in traveling to support this organization 
can be clandestinely promulgated. For example, the Washfpgton i 
} Spring Project is attempting to enlist the ajd of Negroe 
from the Cleveland area to travel to Washington, D.C. with 
no provisions for housing, food, or other essential necessities. 
Many of these people who ore not financially able to travel 
and stay for extended periods away from home have not reflected 
on these problems and by bringing this information to the 
fore by careful use of informants and sources, 1t might deter 
a number of prospective followers from going to the function 
in Washington or others wnich might come up. It is felt 
if the number could be appreciably cut, it would serve as 
a method of detracting from the effectiveness of this operation. 


In areas where field-wide targets appear as speakers 
or observers, a check could be made to determine if any credit 
cards are utilized for food, hotels, or vehicles. Thereafter, 

a determination could be made as to the party billed. This 
information or that concerning registered owners of vehicles 
being operated could develop information as to a possible source 
of funds. This method could be further implemented by publicizin 
this source through established news sources on a confidential 
basis. 


Tne use of this method would, of course, depend on 
whether the funds could be traced to a group wishing to covertly 
disburse funds with the aim of ultimate control or direction 
of a particular group.

In relet the Bureau instructed that a separate letter 
setting forth suggestions for counterintelligence against 
targete previously listed as field wide be submitted. As 
pointed out in re Minneapolis letter, the only organization 
in the Minneapolis Division that could be considered a target 
for counterintelligence activity would be the NOI which is 
limited in its operations, scope of endeavor, menberebtey 
funds, and overall significance. 


Minneapolis has had some success in opening lines 
of communication between the FBI and the Negro community by 
virtue of person-to-person contact on the part of agents 
with various responsible, interested, and/or controversial 
individuals in the Negro community. Through this “community - 
relations" approach explaining our jurisdiction, we have developed 
criminal informants in the Negro comaunity who also furnish 
information on racial matters and it is felt that through 
direction of such informants by offices having specific 
targets under their program of field-wide interest, these 
targets could be compromised and their activities subjected 
to suspicion and ridicule by their membera.

In regard to SNCC, WFO is probing for weaknesses Which 

y be uncovered through sources in endeavoring to ascertaih the 
identity of individuals who may be dissatisfied because of -.. 
personality clashes and/or those who may be disenchanted with 
volunteer services for SNCC and have sought a salary; and those 
who may be suspect of “working for the man", i. e., suspect of 
being an informer. 


In regard to STOKELY CARMICHAEL, WFO has carefully 
considered him from a counterintelligence standpoint since his 
arrival in WDC to take up residence in January, 1968, However, 
no positive program has been developed due to the fact that the 
sedition investigation has been under active consideration from 
a prosecutive standpoint, and it was felt that a simultaneous 
counterintelligence program if operational against CARMICHAEL 
might tend to aggravate possible future prosecution and possibly 
lead to embarrassment, WFO feels that a positive counterintelli- 
gence program would be warranted against CARMICHAEL, especially 
in the absence of any prosecutive action against him, In 
assessing CARMICHAEL for potential counterintelligence, WFO has 
concluded that to be effective, such a program must discredit 
him in the Negro community where he enjoys considerable popu- 
larity, and would seemingly have to be stronger than alleged immoral 
or un-American political inclinations. 


Concerning the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC) and the Washington Spring Project (WSP) office in WDC, 
sources who are familiar with SCLC operations have been instructed 
to look for opportunities to plant seeds of discontent and 
dissension between the SCLC and the American Friends Service 
Committee (AFSC) workers there, particularly in the realm of 
funds; and to give rise to rumors that KING seems to be getting 
the lion's.share of the funds, whereas the AFSC and the poor 
people who are to participate are getting little or nothing 
tro way of fi ial aid. It has been developed that WSP 
since transferred, was at the center 
a controversy concerning dissension in the office. WFOfs 
in the process of developing further plans exploiting this 
issension. 
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With regard to M/RTIN LUTHER KING, WFO will cont§nue 
o be alert for all possibilities to secure "information of ‘value 
in counterintelligence and for use in the program. It-is felt, _ 
however, that the office of origin in this matter is in a better 
position to fully evaluate and be aware of possibilities to 
exploit in this program. 


There is no organized Revolutionary Action Movement 
(RAM) activity in the WDC area which has risen to the surface; 
however, in the event any situation should arise which would 
lend itself to a counterintelligence move, steps will be eaken.: 
to fully Bansue that matter. 


A source has advised that the Congress of Racial 
Equality (CORE) is not currently active in WDC; that it has 
no organizational structure or planned program of activity. 
CORE has held no meetings in the past year. 


WFO is also looking for opportunities to develop 
positive information concerning H. RAP BROWN in this area in 
order to possibly effect a workable counterintelligence operation.

MARTIN LUTHER KING ae: 


A. KING has changed the date of his 
Washington Spring Project (WSP) on several occasions; 
he has, on occasion, announced his anticipated presence 
at various locations, and then send a top aide instead 
of appearing himself; he has periodically changed the 
dates of his appearances in certain geographic areas, 
Many times, announcements were made when KING was to be Bs 
at a specific WSP meeting in order to draw a crowd, when 
actually it.was known in advance by KING that he would 
not attend, 
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It its felt the above considerations can 
be exploited to cause confusion in the efforts of KING 
and his group, and to cause Negro dissatisfaction with 
his operating procedures. This could be accomplished 
by the following: 


1) When KING is actually to 
be at a gathering, have informants circulate false in- 
formation as to time, date and location of KING's ap- 
pearance, or variations of each, i.e., correct time and 
place, but different location, correct location, but 
different date, et cetera. 


2) Have informants circulate 
information that KING is to be at announced local meet- 
ings of SCLC groups when, in fact, he will not be present. 


3) Announce, through informant, 
when KING is to be at specific place, that this is only a 
guise to draw a crowd, and only local leaders will be 
present, excluding KING. 


B. KING and his top aides dress expen- 
sively, generally travel via first class means, and 
stay at first class accommodations usually in predomi- 
nately white areas of cities he visits, Recently, in 
Memphis, KING ran from his followers when violence erupted 
during a march he was leading there. It is felt the above 
two considerations could be linked to discredit KING and 
his aides with poor Negroes who he is seeking support from. 
This could be accomplished by the preparation of a flyer 
showing photographs of KING and aides dressed well, next 
to photographs of Negroes poorly clothed; under the photo- 
_ graph would be data concerning his expensive tates, ac- 
commodations, use of private airplane, and related data; 7 
with. this information would be information concerning 
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KING‘'s deserting his followers during the Memphis riots 
The key note message would be that KING and his aides 
are out for their own financial and physical welfare 
primarily. Flyers could be prepared from newspaper 
photographs of KING and tis aides, or from some photo- 
graphs available at various field offices. Distribution 
could be by anonymous mailings to poor Negro leaders, 

or by placement of copies at Negro meeting places by 
informants, } 


II. STUDENT NON-VIOLENT COORDINATING 


‘ COMMITTEE (SNCC) 


This group has discouraged its members 
from associating with whites. Information has been de- 
veloped that some leaders and top functionaries, since 
the establishment of this policy, have periodically 
maintained close associations,to include residing with 
white girl friends. Information concerning these asso- 
ciations could be capitalized on by counterintelligence 
measures to show the hypocrisy of these leaders and to 
discredit the individuals involved with theifr new "Black 
only“ oriented associates in the same organization, and 
to discredit them with leaders of other Black Nationalist 
organizations withwhom they may be seeking support or 
rapporc, 


Specifically, efforts could be undertaken 
to obtain photographs of the principals involved with 
their white girl friends. The flyer could then be pre- 
pared containing this photograph or photographs. Under 
the photograph could be information regarding the princi- 
pals' position with SNCC, followed by quotations of top 
SNCC leaders regarding associations with whites or 
Black Separatists statements. The flyers could be mailed 
anonymously to pertinent National and local leaders of 
sncc and/or to leaders of other Black Nationalist organiza- 
tions advocating Black separatism, rather than simply | 
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mailing letters anonymously, these letters could be 
sent under the guise of Nation of Islam, Revolutionary 
Action Movement, or other similar groups who could be 
construed to be criticizing as a group the individuals' 
activity as a representative of SNCC.

Moving on faith is one thing, but, 3,000 people, no 
matter how much falth they have, need food and 
shelter. Somebody will have to produce this in fact, 
not theory. 

Since most, if not all of the people Dr. King is 
trying to recruit are poor and unemployed, wouldn't 
ft be better to try to get these people into training 
programs in their local communities? Granting that 
&2me southern communities may sot have such 
federally financed programs, fsn’t it better to peti- 
tion the government to provide them rather than 
faking these people off on’ a wild goose chase to 
Washington where, no matter what happens, they 
will have to go back to their home communities 


for whatever benefits they are to eventually receive. 


Since lobbying for meaningful civil rights tegis- 
lation is the announced goal of Dr. King’s efforts, 
isn’t he really using these unfortunate people who 
can Jeast afford the time or money, as human 
pawns. Inspiring them with promises as an induce- 
meni to get their participation, is creating a false 
hope of personal reward before they return home. 
If thes return home disillusioned and empty handed, 
they vecome prime examples of futility in their 
con. munities. 

This must not be permitted to happen. The best 
way to prevent it, is not to take them to Washington 
in the first place. If 2 demonstration of power or 
force or whatever you want to call it, is deemed

Past efforts have proven that sizeable numbers 
can be induced to tern out for a fust cause. 


1 am afrafd Dr. King’s venture is frought 


with many dangers and problems. The Negro has a 
fust cause. There ts urgent need for putting pres- 
sure st every point fn our civil rights fight to 


‘achieve meaningful results. This pressure should 


be pushed at the local, state and national levels. 
Every resource at the Negro’s command shocld be 
pressed into the fight. 

On this, Dr. King or no one else will find any 
opposition, However, doing something fust for the 
publiclty of it and, using unfortunate human deings, 
fs just going to far. 

It would be most unfortunate ff what happened 
to the bonus marchers tn the late twenlies during 
the Hoover administration, happened to Dr. King’s 
marchers, Unfortunately, the present feelioz of a 
Large segment of white people is to use the police 
force and, even the National Guard and tle U.S, 
Army to supress any riots. You can see from the 
way the National Guard acted recently in Orange- 
burg, S.C., what to expect in any future riots, Every 
law enforcement agency has been in special training 
@uring the winter months. They have been given 
special riot contro! techniques, Special equipment 
and supplies fave already been purchased for ase, 
There {s no reason then for deliberately creating 
situations that may endanger the lives of innocent 
Negroes. 

1 certainly bope Dr. King and his staff will think 
very carefully about what they do and how they 
do it. Ractal tensions tn this country are now ata 
high pitch. Entirely too many people are of the mind 
that another bloody summer {fs in the offing. No 
matter what anybody says, Negroes have not benefit~ 
ed fn any substantial way from any rfot. Other than 
a looters holiday, the riots of the past have been 
very costly to all Negroes.

The local RAM group, numbering no morc than a 
handful of persons, experienced factional probi« -, and 
subsequent to early 1965, four of the group deyrricd Chicago 
for a variety of reasons, Three have since retrr1ed, one from 
‘the United States Army, two others from employm:ot in the north- 
east. Subscquent to this period, hovever, that i7 early 1965, 
- there has been no indication of any RAM activit; or organization 
in existence locally. 


As the Bureau is also aware, Chicago bes interviewed, 
or is in the process of interviewing all of the: individuals 
who are known forme: RAM members, or suspectec 1A members. 

Tne only two exceptions to the above are to be intcrviewed

The point being made is that targets within the m‘litant BNG 
must be very carefully selected, over issues which will not in 
the final analysis serve to rally support for it ‘n the more 
conservative Negro community, rather than serving the original 
purpose of alienating and isolating this group. 


Insofar as the liberal white community {= concerned, 
locally there if little or no direct connection t-tzeen this 
element and the BNG. The latter have disavowed 7 'pport by 
liberal whites and the BNG is, to aJl intents on purposes, 
already discredited in the eyes of the responsit!l- white 
community. There remain very few hrrd core whit’: liberals who 
continue to attempt towork with and aid the mititrut black 
nationalists as opposed to the more legitimate ci:j31 rights - 
groups.

OPERATIONS UNDER CONSIDERATION 


Information has been received that there is 
considerable friction between the Black Panther Party 
(BPP) and the "US" organization headed by RONSKAREKGA. 

Several sources have reported that the BPP has “let a 

contract" on KARENGA because they feel he has sold out 

to the establishment. Reportedly, this "contract" is 

being held in abeyance pending the results of the BUEY ‘ 
NEWTON trial, inasmuch as the BPP wishes to retain as a 
much support from the entire black community as possible. 
Los Angeles is presently analyzing this situation to 
determine if further disruption can be caused between 
these two organizations. Appropriate recommendations 
will be submitted to the Bureau. 


: Sources have also reported that there is now

Los Angeles will submit appropriate recommendations 
to the Bureau concerning methoda to further this schism. 


Contact has been made with the owner of the build-. 
ing wherein the BPP has its headquarters and it has been 
determined that the owner is cooperative to the Bureau. 
Consideration is being given to formulating a program to 
disrupt the BPP through this contact. Appropriate recommendations 
will be submitted to the Bureau. . 


Investigation is also being conducted to determine 
the ownersof the buildingswherein SNCC and the "US" organization 
have their headquarters,and a similar analysis of this situation . 
is being conducted. ; 


In view of the past propensity for violence on the . 
part of the Black Student Union (BSU) at some college campuses 
in the Los Angeles area, an intensified effort is being made 
to develop public source information and other data which 
could be disseminated with Bureau authority to proper 
governmental and academic officials. The Bureau will be 
advised of the results of this program. 


II. OPERATIONS BEING EFFECTED 


Los Angeles is presently conducting a survey of toll 
calls of various black nationalist leaders and will continue 
to do so under present Bureau policy. It is felt that results 
of these reviews may furnish valuable lead information in 
connection with this program. 


Los Angeles is also requesting the Federal income 
tax records on all black nationalist leaders in the Los 
Angeles Division and an intensified analysis will be made of 
these returns to determine if a counterintelligence technique 
can be utilized in this regard. : }

As stated in paragraph I, information has been 
received that the BPP has issued instructions that RON 
KARENGA, Chairman of "US", is to be killed. Further, 
information from various sources indicates that the BPP 
is attempting to obtain the over-all leadership of the 
black nationalist movement and has indicated that in- 
dividuals or organizations who are not sympathetic to the 
BPP will be considered an enemy and dealt with as such.

PURPOSE: 


To advise of counterintelligence results that 
kept black nationalist extremist group from receiving 
$150,000 grant. 


BACKGROUND: 


Unity Incorporated operated a black power center 
in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, which included a proposed 
target range in the basement. The leader of the group 
was in possession of several pistols. The group applied for 
a $150,000 grant from the Mellon Foundation in Pittsburgh. 


The Pittsburgh Office has an established source 
at the Mellon Foundation and recommended advising him of 
the true nature of Unity Incorporated. This was approved, 


RESULTS: 

Pittsburgh advised that as a result of this 
counterintelligence operation Unity Incorporated did not 
get the $150,000 grant from the Mellon Foundation.

In the past 6 weeks 2 Black Militant organizations “<* 
-have become organized and active in this area: the Zulu 1200's 
and the Black Liberators. Both draw from the ranks of the 
youth of the Negro ghettos and, in fact, there are many ins tances 
of dual membership. The Black Liberators sponsored a rally 
featuring STOKELY CARMICHAEL, which drew a packed house of 
about 800 in Sheldon Memorial on 8/29/68. Two days later the 
gulu's held an African fashion show in the same hall and barely 
managed to sell 100 tickets. Some hard feelings have resulted, 
and the SL Division is considering the best way to exploit the 
differences and prevent these 2 groups fron increasing their 
respective power by any sort of alliance or affiliation.

On 9/4/68, a pretext phone call was placed to 
the residence of STOKELY CARMICHAEL and in the absence 
of CARMICHAEL his mother was told that a friend was 
calling who was fearful of the future safety of her son. 
It was explained to Mrs. CARMICHAEL the absolute neces- 
sity for CARMICHAEL to “hide out" inasmuch as several 
BPP members were out to kill him, and it would probably 
be done sometime this week. Mrs. CARMICHAEL appeared 
shocked upon hearing the news and stated she would tell 
STOKELY when he came home. 


It is noted STOKELY CARMICHAEL and his wife 
left the US for Africa on 9/5/68, aboard PAM flight 
which departed JFK airport at 5:00 PM.

As it now appears that the BPP at this time 
has developed into a violence oriented group, every effort 
will be made to direct the major counterintelligence thrust 
against this organization.

Seattle is making no effort to designate 
individual Black Parther leaders as "targets" at this time 
pending the outcome of their legal actions in local courts. 
After these Black Panther leaders have been handled by the 
local courts, Seattle Division will consider individual 
Black Panther leaders as "targets" for counterintelligence 
activity.

Division with the exception of St, Paul when during the nights 
of August 30 and 31 a minor arrest led to a milling about by 
some Negroes and some fire bombings in a predominantly Negro 
area, Informants and sources indicate the fire bombings 
were not organized nor planned by any Black Nationalist Hate 
Groups, The arrests and minor disturbance that took place 
in St. Paul the nights of August 30 and 31 involved Negro

In view of the lack of the existence of any active 
Black Nationalist Hate Groups in the Minneapolis Division, 
there has been little room for development of any counter~-

The Jackson Division is evaluating the Black 
Nationalist activists in this division to determine if counter- 
intelligence operation recently mentioned in Bureau letter 

to Albany, 8/5/68, could be feasible and productive in 

this division, This operation involves developing source 

at local television station who would produce news special 

on Black Nationalists showing them in unfavorable light 

through interviews and related activity. 


At present, Jackson is analyzing Black Nationalist 
personalities to determine individuals for possible targeting 
in this regard, due to illiteracy, obnoxious appearance and 
related points of weakness which could be highlighted and 
capitalized on by skillful newsman, 4),

As of date of this letter, no tangible results 
yet determined re above letter; matter is being followed 
with sources to determine if any results evident and any 
positive results obtained will be reported to Bureau. 


Iv. DEVELOPMENTS OF COUNTERINTELLIGENCE INTEREST 


The Jackson Division has determined that interviews 
of Black Nationalists and Black Nationalist sympathizers 
frequently have a beneficial result which could be considered 
of counterintelligence interest. 


Jackson sources indicate that frequently individuals 
in the above categories become upset following FBI inter- 
views for various reasons: 


1) They did not know FBI had interest in 
them or knew of their activities; 
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will believe that they told the FBI "nothing 


2) They are not sure if their associates 
about nothing"; z

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3) They feel subsequently that they 
are under a "spotlight" and constantly 
being surveilled, "finked on", and 
related self-conscious beliefs; 


4) They are interested in knowing if 
each of their associates has also been 
interviewed, and if not, why they were 
singled out; 


5) If they are borderline in their Black 
Nationalist support, the FBI interview 
frequently "startles" them into severing 
all Black Nationalist associations.

the literature. Nor has there been any indication whatsoever

he has ipated in some peaceful demonstrations during 

the past three vears and has undoubtedly felt something of a 
leadership complex in the Kansas City, Kansas Uepro comnunity. 


An open inaguiry as to the specified black-hate type 
literature is considered undesirable at this time, such as — 
interviews of Negro employees in the TOF offices, including the 
principal EOF secretary on whose desk the hate-type literature 
was momentarily observed. Any open inquiry in all probability 
ive possibilities than a first interview 
Such an open inquiry would undabtedly 
immediately.

After a cursory glance at the literature, the 
EOF Director observed to the secretary that such literature 
was not the type that should be in EOF offices. A few minutds 
later the Director observed the stack had been removed, but 
found a single copy on another desk and sent it by courier 
in a sealed envelope without comment to an assistant of the 
Mayor, Kansas City, Kansas, the Mayor being a member of 
the EOF Board. 


Source indicated the EOF Director did not know the. 
origin, or any detail of duplication or distribution of the 
literature. Source said the Nirector is not believed to have 
discussed his observation of the literature with others, and 
knows the director will not permit such literature or its 
duplication in EOF offices. Source said the director has 
speculated, apparently, that the literature could have been 


duplicated on one of three ing machines in LOF offices,

The Memphis Office, as mentioned above, is 
continuing to furnish information regarding BOP leaders

Unit of the Bemphis Police Department, This has resulted 
not only in increased control and policing of the black 
militants at Memphis, Tennessee, but has improved the 
relations between the Memphis Police Department and the 
local FBI Office and has resulted in the FBI's rece iv ing 
a great deal of information of value developed by the 
Memphis Police Department regarding the black nationalist 
movement at Memphis, Tennessee, 


d) Leaking of Information to Trusted Liaison 
Sources and Newspaper Sources 


A great deal of information has been furnished 
to trusted reporters of the local daily newspapers 
regarding the militant aims and purposes of the BOP at 
Memphis, This is being expanded due to the success of

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. e) The Memphis Office is making known the 
identity of black militants who are enrolled at the 
various universities at Memphis, Tennessee, to trusted | 
and reliable sources at these various universities, 
This has enabled these various universities at Memphis 
and Nashville, Tennessee, to better control demonstrations 
on these campuses and has resulted in an increase in ~ . 
information to the FBI regarding these individuals enrolled

III, TANGIBLE RESULTS OF COUNTER INTELLIGENCE 

OPERATIONS 

The interview program is effective based on 
information received and has been a disrupt ive agent in 
BOP activities in the Memphis Division, The deliberate 
planned tailure to interview certain members of this 
militant organization has also proved to be of value 
inasmuch as information has been received indicat ing 
that members of the BUP are suspicious of two of their 
own people as possibly being FBI informants based on 
the fact that they have nut been interviewed by the FBI, 


The furnishing of selective information to the 
Memphis Police Department has resulted in the arrest of 
several BUP members at Memphis, Tennessce, It has also 
corroborated information received by the Memphis Police 
Department Intelligence Unit through their own informants 
and has enabled both the Memphis Police Department and the 
Memphis FBI. Office to more effectively control and check 
On all sources of information in the racial field, 


The most notable success in the counter intelligence 
program in the Memphis Division has been as a result of 
information furnished to trusted local newspaper Sources, 

A series of articles has been written concerning the Black 
Organizing Project (BOP) at Memphis, Tennessee, Based on 
information furnished by the Memphis Office, these 
articles have been able to point out the true militancy 

of this organization and has proved to be a discrediting 
factor of this black power organization, 
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IV. DEVELOPMENTS OF QOUNTER INTELLIGENCE 

INTEREST : 

There has developed at Memphis, Tennessee, -} 
during the past 90 days a new black militant organization 
Known as the Black Knighs and investigation of this new 
militant organization is being conducted by the Memphis 
Office, At the present time, these investigative efforts ' 
have resulted in the development of a highly placed 
informant on the Executive Board of this new black 
power organization and will ultimately result in the 
identity of all members of this organization at Memphis, 
Tennessee, 


The primary black militant organization at 
Memphis remains the Black Organizing Project (BOP) which 
is composed of 5 cells, which are known as the Afro. 
American Brotherhood (AAB), Black Student Association (BSA) 
LeMoyne Intercollegiate Chapter of the NAACP, Invaders, 
and City Organizers, This group, which has received 
Federal funds under the War on Poverty Committee (WOPC), 
Sponsored by the Office of Economic Opportunity (OEOQ), 
during this past summer at Memphis, Tnnessee, has hopes 
of continuing funding either by the Federal Government 
and/or by private foundat ions, The newspaper publicity 
afforded this Black Organizing Project (BOP), as a result 
of information furnished to the local newspapers by the 
FBI, has resulted in several of the black militants at 
Memphis, Tennessee, being fired from their posit ions 
with this WOPC, It is hoped that enough information can 
be furnished so that newspaper articles may be written 
reflecting the militancy of this BOP which will result 
in the discontinuance of their funding by the Federal 
Government, 


The Memphis Office is remaining alert for any 
Opportunity to disrupt or discredit the black militant

BLACK NATIONALIST ORGANIZATIONS 


The only overall change in the Black Nationalist 
Movement in the New Orleans Division since the submission 
of referenced New Orleans letter is that the Student Non- 
violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), has rented office 
Space at 2203 Dryades, New Orleans. This space is located 
on the second floor and consists of two rooms at a cost of 
$60 per month, This office is open on a part-time basis 
periodically for a few hours every few days. Informants 
advised that as yet SNCC has not undertaken to recruit mem- 
bers nor to institute a program. Information received indi~ 
cates that attempts to activate this chaptex will possibly 
begin following the fhird National Conference on Black Power 
to be held 8/29/68 - 9/2/68 at Philadelphia. 


I, OPERATIONS UNDER CONSIDERATION 


New Orleans has had under consideration. for possi- 
ble submission for Burcau approval suggestions in ways to 
keep the various Black Nationalist groups and individuals in 
New Orleans from joining together in a coalition to forn a 
united front. No further action has been taken on these 
suggestions inasmuch as information from THEOTRAN GE ae TEAS 
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that no attempts to form any type of a coalition are being 
made by these groups and, in fact, these Black Nationalist 
froupsS appear to becoming more and more separated from 
each other, aS each appears to be jealous of the other's 
"sphere of influence" in the black community. 


II. OPERATIONS BEING EFFECTED *

New Orleans has also instructed its informants: to 
be constantly alert for any information indicating that any 
Black Nationalists in the New Orleans area are users or in 
possession of narcotics or in violation of any other local 
laws. This information when it is received is brought immedi~ 
ately to the attention of the Intelligence Unit of the New 
Orleans PD, who in turn furnishes it to the New Orleans PD 
Narcotics Bureau or appropriate division in the department. 


III, TANGIBLE RESULTS 


It is too early to evaluate the results of our 
interview program. As this interview program progresses, any 
tangible results will be furnished to the Bureau. 


In regard to-the other information under item two 
above, an informant of the New Orleans Divison in 5/65 pro- 
vided information that several members of SNCC from Los Angeles 
were in New Orleans to attend the trial of H, RAP BROWN and 
were in the possession of marijuana, As a result, the New 
Urleans PD arrested these four individuals and charged them 
with the. possession of narcotics, among other things. These 
individuals were incarcerated in jail in New Orleans for the 
greater part of BROWN's trial, and, therefore, their activ- 
ities in New Orleans were neutralized, Although the charges 
against these four were subsequently dismissed, these indi- 
viduals at the time of their release were instructed by locap

April 11-14, 1968, It was called the Western Regional Alliance, 
Black Student Conference and was touted as a method of learning 
to build the community constructively and improving conditions .

As you are aware ibiieues about New Left 
and black nationalist groups, especially television 
coverage, sometimes enhances the stature of these groups. 
At the same time, Miami has demonstrated that a carefully 
planned television show can be extremely effective in’ 
showing these extremists for what they are. local New 
Left and black nationalist leaders were interviewed on 
the show and seemed to have been chosen for either their 
dnability to articulate or their simpering and stupid 
appearance, 


Miami furnished a film of thisshow for Bureau 
review and it was apparent that the television source 
used the very best judgment in editing comments by 
these extremists, He brought out that they were in 
favor of violent revolution without their explaining 
why. But he also brought out that they, personally, 
would be afraid to lead a violent revolution, making 
them appear to be cowards. The interview of black 
nationalist leaders on the show had the leaders seated, 
i111 at ease, in hard chairs.

I. Operations Under Consideration: 


: 5 WFO recently submitted a proposal to the Burea 

i regarding a "word of mouth" counterintelligence measure gmong 
selected sources to be directed against STOKELY CARMI tL in 

an attempt to create the impression within the ghetto community 

-that he is in fact a paid agent of the Government. 


In addition, it could be inferred that Government agents 
are maintaining close tabs on CARMICHAEL's whereabouts at all 
times in order to afford him protection, not just -in WDC, but 
throughout the U.S. 


The above is believed to be one of nerhans a few 
counterintelligence measures that could be effective against 
CARMICHAEL. Any allegation of immorality or illegal activity 
would only enhance his reputation within the ghetto. 


CARMICHAEL has not gone through with the purchase of 
the $70,000 house, but it should not be overlooked that he is 
already living in a house valued near $50,000, which a source 
has reported is to be completely refurnished and has already 
been carpeted throughout. WFO will recommend dissemination to 
appropriate news media in this respect in the near future. 


WFO will continue to remain alert to situations wherein 
a counterintelligence measure would be timely against the various 
hate groups and individuals involved therewith. 


It should be borne in mind; however, that any counter- 
intelligence measure against any of these groups or individuals 
requires a different approach than the usual counterintelligence 
program. As pointed out above, regarding CARMICHAEL, any 
immoral or illegal act improves their image within the ghetto 
community. 


In addition, the very nature of some of the individuals 
which comprise these groups lends to a certain disunity gn 
itself as illustrated within Resurrection City. Perhaps more 
. thought should be given to breeding discontent within the, various 
~ groups, which if successful, would render a leader "groupless." 
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II. Operations Being Effected: 


As pointed out above, WFO has submitted a proposal 
to the Bureau regarding CARMICHAEL and will implement same upon 
authorization by the Bureau. 


III. Tangible Results: 


WFO was in the process of submitting a recommendation 
regarding the purchase of a $70,000 house by CARMICHAEL, proposing 
release of this information to appropriate news media for 
publication upon con tion of the purchase, when news articles 
regarding this purchase appeared. As the Bureau is aware, 
CARMICHAEL and MIRIAM MAKEBA thereafter. cancelled the contract 
to buy this property, claiming inability to obtain suitable 
financing. As the Bureau pointed out, {t has had an effect 
on his reputation among some black militants. os, 


Iv. Developments of Counterintelligence Interest: 


It is noted that WFO has continuously considered what 
would be effective counterintelligence measures against various 
hate groups and certain individuals such as CARMICHAEL. The 
April, 1968, riots in WDC and the presence of the "Poor Peoples 
Campaign" has certainly influenced the course of action by some 
of these groups and has in fact been responsible for the creation 
of others. The "Black United Front" (BUF), which CARMICHAEL 
formed, has been more noticeably active as of late and recently, 
for example, took a definite stand on the shooting of two white 
policemen by a Negro robbery suspect and his accomplice in the 
shooting, stating black men have a right to defend themselves 
against the "honky" policemen: 


The news media has been dominated by the above since the 
assassination of Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., and perhaps calls 
for a different approach to an effective counteringelligence pro- 
gram than prior to the riots. It is further felt that a more . 
effective use of news. media could be made in the future in that 
an article may receive more attention than. during the past few 
months. :

A WEW LEVEL IN THE TEVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE 


: On April 5, 1968 the death of Dr. Martin Luther King left most-éf the Black 
student's in a stete of utter shock, Within a matter of hours Black communities. 
across the country reacted in a manner that seemed siniliar to the expressions 
of past summers. By the next dey it was quite clear that the “Movement” had ,-- 


moved tp a new level. 
mf white power sthucturehés defined for Black people a political spectrun— 
of intellectual "bullshit", that ranges from violence to non-violence. With the 
death of Dr. King, it now seems cbvious that the people are 'jolted' into question- 
ing the validity of the concept of non-violence. Many Black people are now left 
somewhere in the middle and caught in the claws of mass media, having taken the ‘ 
concept of survival to mean violence as expressed or as insinuated by the mass 
media, . Tone 

The question of non-violence as a political philosophy has been paralled to 
the phrase "turn the other cheek." One of its historicel refer2nces has been 
Chandi's non-violent philosophy, as two methods to rid India of the British. But 
what seems to have been forgotten is that one, the English c .onists were in the 
minority, and two, Ghandi's strategy was one planned step toward the independence 
of his pecp]2. Tne economic factor, that of cheap labor, played a great part.in 
the British willingness to leave and release the people of India. England saw 
it as a vise political move in order to retain trade with India, the result being 
Neo-colonialisn. : 

The morai aspect of non-violence and its historic references have been used 
by the mass media to direct the beliefs and hopes of oppressed people in this age 
of expectation. Western morality haus always expressed itseif in a "doutle stand- 
ard", in a sianner whereby people are told to be murderers in Vietnom and pacifists 
at home. Cheirman H. Rap Brown has called us "chumps" because we have continually 
velieved this type ¢f rhetoric. Prime Minister Stokely C, Carmicha?1 continusliy 
warns us of the growing war of color. And still many of us are concerned about 
philosophizings the ecncept of non-violence. 

Black people mast begin to define what is non-violence and what is survival. 
A racist comsentator stated that "Black people are involved in a petty revolution 
of looting ard burning.“ What he feiled to realize is that black people have 
reacted mostly to situations that have indirectly offected their lives, and that 
growing consciousness will soon prepare the people to ect rather than to react, ‘ 
We too must understend this. ; 

Now that we are about to embark on a nev level of consciousness, it is in- 
portant that we no longer speak about the abstract success of non-violence, but 
begin to recognize the importance of race survival, It is importent that we be- 
gin not only to speak of ways of survival, bit also that we begin to prepare our 
people for a long and bitter struggle against a racist system that has been de- 
signed to perpetuate both a physical and psychological genocide against our peo- 
ple. . rr 

"Black students rust begin to understend the importance of research, for it 
is of prime importancé in the revolutionary str’ 1¢ of our people. The Research 
Department of the BSU of San Francisco State hope thet this’ conference will pro~- 
ducé some aivection’ avaroness and conui unio forvuse opting’ responsibility im help---- 
ing to work with the Black people through this new level of the struggle.

The Nation of Islam (NOI) in the past has had a 
propensity for violence in the Boston area only between its 
leadership and individual members or former members, There 
have been no instances of clashes with police or the white 
community. NOI members are taught to abide by the law and 
are subject to suspension from the NOI or other punishment 
for violation of the law. . 


NEGRO, which is made up of the Freedom $ : 
Patrol and the Youth Alliance, is operated by ter eae 
and is considered to have the greatest propensity for violence o 
any of the groups mentioned. In the Freedom Security Patrol, . 
it has an organized group of teenage Negroes who patrol the 
ghetto area, supposedly to assist the Boston Police. However, 
Boston police believe them to work in opposition, to a large 
extent, and to be responsible for some of the disorder which 
occurs from time to time. 


The United Front has never been well organized, and 
only a few Negro groups send representatives to United Front 
meetings, which are held infrequently. The United Front has 
come into control of funds reportedly amounting to $150,000, 
which was donated by the white business community of the Boston 
area. These funds may make the United Front more attractive 
and influential than it has been in th past. The two 
leaders of the United i ty of the Congress of 
Racial Equality, and § : SNCC, are considered 
militant Negroes. The ited Front, however, is regarded as having 
little propensity for violence, especially since it is a paper 
organization with no known membership. 


The Boston Chapter of SNCC has never appeared to 
fluence in the Boston area. Its leader is 
WA, vho is an extremely militant Black Nationalist. 
because OI 1ts lack of influence and paucity of membership, 
SNCC is not believed to have much propensity for violence.

Jim Agut, SUN columnist and 
President of the FAU chapter 
of Southern Student Organizing 
Committee (SSOC), stated last

. Miami's SCLC Chapter raised approximately $3,000 
to send local participants to the Poor Peoples Campaign 

in Washington, D. C, They decided to charter a bus for 
their trip to Washington, and when it appeared they would 
not have sufficient people to fill a chartered bus, 
Greyhound officials recommended they travel on regularly 
scheduled bus. These people, however, insisted on 
chartering a bus with a capacity for 38 persons at a 

cost of almost $1400 fér the round trip. 


A total of 14 or 15 people traveled to Washington —~ 
in this bus departing Miami 5/15/68, Some of these 
people remained in Washington or went on ‘to New York City 
ou vacation after participating in the program and only 
nine returned to Miami from Washington on the bus,

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Sy This chartered bus was an obvious waste of 
money. Had these people traveled to Washington via 
regularly scheduled bus service, round trip fare for

Miami's SCLC Chapter already has a poor reputa- 
tion in connection with handling funds, particdlarly in 
view of the fact the former President of Miami SCLC's 
Chapter is currently under indictment for Grand Larceny in 
connection with EOPI funds handled through SCLC.

a NEW BLACK NATIONALIST ORGANIZATIONS 


There has been no overall change in the 
Black Nationalist Movement in the New Orleans 
Division since submission of referenced New Orleans 
letter. This movement continues to be fairly limited 
at this time; however, since the submission of 
referenced letter, activity primarily in May, 1968, 
picked up for a two-week period. This was during 
the time that H. RAP BROWN was on trial in New 
Orleans, and during this period SNCC leaders and 
members from Atlanta, Los Angeles, and Houston were 
in New Orleans. These individuals attended this 
trial and met with local Black Nationalist individuals. 
In addition, some of these individuals spoke at Dillard 
University, a predominately Negro university, as well 
as at public gatherings. Information has been received 
that STANLEY WISE, Executive Secretary of SNCC, has 
indicated he wanted to start a SNCC chapter in New 
Orleans and that he intended to return to New Orleans 
to do so. WISE, as yet, has not returned but bas sent 
the money to pay rent on a local office space.

I. OPERATIONS UNDER CONSIDERATION 


It has become apparent from information 
developed in our investigation of Black Nationalist 
groups and individuals that each group and its leaders 
are jealous of one another in their own particular areas 
in the movement. These leaders are very conscious of 
their “own little empires" and see in the other groups a 
threat to their own. AS a result, New Orleans has under 
consideration for probably future submission for Bureau 
approval plans to keep these various groups in a state 
of distrust of one another so that it will not be 
possible for them to consolidate in a united front. 


Il. OPERATIONS BEING EFFECTED 


In our highly successful counterintelligence 
operations against the Klan in Louisiana we found that 
one of the best disruptive tactics is the interview 
program. As a result, New Orleans has submitted the

Whether this is rumor or fact, this situation could 
lend itself to a counterintelligence measure in the form of a 
flyer, which would of necessity have to be couched in simple 
language. Objections to such a measure would be that, if 
such a flyer is distributed, sense of 
self importance might be enhanced by the mere fact that a price 
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has been put on them; also the whites would undoubtedly 
e blamed for placing the price. 


However, if the flyer were couched in simple 
anguage, so as to lend an aura of authenticity, and no 
specific price were named, then this might prove to he a 

means of causing a chism within the black community of 
Seattle and the BPP. There definitely is a growing 
indication that some segments of the black community are 
becoming more and more disenchanted with the BPP. 


The following text for a flyer is suggested: 
YOUR PEOPLE ARE FED UP WITH 


YOUR JIVING. WE DON'T NEED YOU. THE WORD IS

On a national scope, it is suggested that established 
Bureau contacts, in the news media, both of publications and 
radio and TV broadcasting networks, be apprised of the history 
of the BPP, identities of leaders, with accompanying background 
sketches. They should also be apprised of the locations where 
the BPP has established branches and where they intend to do 
go and the overall aims of the BPP and how these aims will 
be accomplished. These established sources should be : 
requested to decrease the amount of coverage given BPP activities 


and relegate what coverage is given to the "back pages".

In addition to having a counterintelligence 
effect, it is considered these interviews will present an 
opportunity for possible informant development. coy) 
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It is planned this office will remain alert to the 
possibility of the BPP, df it becomes active in Pittsburgh, 
attempting, dn one way or another, to obtain funds throug 
charitable foundations. This office, s ete 
has excellent potential to influence ee 
funds. If it develops the BPP in Pittsburgh is attempting : 
to obtain foundation money, Bureau authority will be requested 
to appropriately handle the matter. 


Regarding action that can be taken against the BPP 
on a national level, it is believed that any effective opposi- 
tion to the BPP must come from the Negro community itself. 

To achieve this, it is believed the possibility should be 
considered in the various areas of activity of the BPP of 
contact with responsible Negro sources and contacts for the 
purpose of discussing the matter and perhaps gubtly suggest- 
ing action that could be taken.

4. WFO is considering the potential of lengthy 
interviews an] re-interviews with selected members of the 
New Schocl for Afro-/merican Thought (NS/T), BUF, etc., 
as a counterintelligence measure against these organizations 
end their members. An interview program of this type should 
result in suspicion among fellow members and create an air 
of uncertainty within the target organization. The length 
of the interview would be important in such a program, 
inasmuch as during conversation among various members, the 
time element would most litely be mentioned and should 
result in associates wondering about the topic of conversation 
during such a lengthy interview. Especially after the 
interviewee has most likely stated that he said nothing 
pertinent during the interview. 


5. <A WFO source has indicated that a member of 
the NSAT, while in the presence of fellow NSAT members, 
fas recently addressed by his first name by an individual 
snown to be a law enforcement officer. The addressee was 
ery upset and has continually suffered the barbs of his 
‘associates ever since the incident occurred. :

WFO is of the opinion this would be a very 
effective counterintelligence measure, particularly with 4 
regard to the NSAT and could be employed following interview. 
of a particular individual or without interview. 


6. Apublicity campaign to discredit CARMICHAEL 
among BrP members shoud be considered. Although CARMICHAEL 
was reportedly named as Prime Minister of the BPP, it ; 
could be rumored that he intends to become an active national 
figurehead of the BPI and believes that he can accomplish 
this aim because of his notoriety. That he plans to use 
the BPP in the same way he used SNCC to further enhance his 
reputation among the black people and result in furtherance 
of his personal affiuence.

II. Operations Being Ef fected 


WFO is not currently effecting any operation under 
the Counterintelligence Program, but has given limited 
encourgement to # previously mentioned above, 
inasmuch as he does intend to submit letters to various 
newspapers on his own initiative. 


III. Tangible Results 


In relet, WFO commented that the very nature of 
some of the individuals which comprise the various black 
nationalist hate groups, lends to a certain disunity in. 
itself as illustrated within Resurrection City. This was 
again borne out by the internal problems between 
WDC SNCC Office, and apparently CARMICHAEL factions, which 
erupted into violence and the subsequent closing of the 
YDC SNCC Office.

If a chapter is formed, 
it will be in either Eugene or Portland since there is 
no significant concentration of militant blacks elsewhere 
in the state. 


, Portland is following developments closely and 
should organization appear imminent, Portland will propose 
to the Bureau that dissension be created through anonymous 
leaflets appropriately disseminated, demanding that the 
other city be the site for Oregon's BPP, In the case of 
Eugene -~ points can be made that those blacks forming the 
chapter are middle class honky-loving students at the 
University of Oregon (Eugene), (pointing out white girl 
friends) who have nothing in common with Oregon's Negro 
concentration in the Portland ghetto; that these students 
vill sell out for good jobs leaving the ghetto brothers 
holding the bag.

Christian Leadership Conference had met recently with 

ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, same being publicized in the Nation of 

Islam (NOI) newspaper "Muhammad Speaks", and that this 

was proof ABERNATHY was accepting MUHAMMAD's teachings. 
According to the Phoenix source this made a great impression ~~ 
on the NOI congregation. 


Phoenix suggests the Bureau and Chicago 
evaluate whether or not the impact of statements such 
as the above is prevalent inother NOI Mosques and, if so, 
to weigh possibility of 1) advising ABERNATHY that the NOI*- 
is of the opinion his group is insympatby with them and 
requesting a publicized rebuttal by ABERNATHY 2) if 
ABERNATHY is not cooperative consider utilizing a friendly 
news media to confront ABERNATHY and asking him if he and 
his organization are in sympathy with the NOI philosophy. 


Chicago in the past has furnished the Bureau 
with full details in form suitable for dissemination of the 
several visits made by MARTIN LUTHER KING with MUHAMMAD 
and of the referred to visit of ABERNATHY with MUHAMMAD. 

As far as could be determined they were, in the main, 
social in nature and of sbort duration. In each instance 
the visits were given full exposure in "Muhammad Speaks" 
and on at least one occasion KING was questioned by the 
Chicago news media as to the purpose of the visit by hia 
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with MUHAMMAD. In general the purpose seemingly was to 
try and promote an appearance of unity among leaders 

and members of the Negro race. Sources reported that 
MUHAMMAD is greatly impressed when such individuals come 
to visit his and bighly publicizes same; however, he 
continues to try and convince these leaders he is the 

only divinely guided leader of the Negro in America and 
they should follow him and his plan-separation-for the negro. 
These sources report the visiting negro leaders generally © 
leave MUHAMMAD in a state of disbelief when they find 
MUHAMMAD so adamant in his views. 


The NOI, of course, would publicize 
such visits througbout its various Mosques as "Muhammad Speaks" 
is sent to all. It is well known the NOI ministers utilize 
these papers as texts for their sermons. It 
natural for a NOI sinister to do exactly did 
in their continuing efforts to publicize MUHAMMAD as the 
only true leader. 


Chicago cannot evaluate Phoenix's suggestions 
as to contact, or confrontation by friendly news media, with 
ABERNATHY in this regard as Atlanta is office of origin in the 
matter. It would appear to this office, however, that 
ABERNATHY would react to same by merely commenting that 
MUHAMMAD is a black man and unity of all is needed. This 
could possibly result in the press giving undue publicity 
.to MUHAMMAD again, which he thrives on be it good or bad.

St. Louis Division proposes to produce 300 copies 
of this flyer locally exactly as they appear in the enclosure. 
These were reproduced on the office duplicating machine, which 
is not significant from a security standpoint since all of 
the militant groups in this area have access to similar 
duplicating machines in churches, colleges, and places of 
business, and in fact, most of their own literature is 
produced in this manner. 


Flyers will be mailed anonymously in ordinary, 
inexpensive envelopes which will be purchased from downtown 
five-and-ten stores. Ordinary stamps will be used and 
disguised handwriting will address the envelopes which will 
have no return address although they will be mailed at 
various mail boxes downtown.

Rivalry at this time has been principally in two areas. - 
The first area is attempting to get the limelight and publicity 
in news media with the newspaper and television. The other area 
in which rivalry is the strongest is involving finances. Each 
organization is attempting to obtain funds from the black community 
and from white businessmen, Funds have been collected by these 
groups for certain purposes which supposedly were [or the good of 
the black community. It has been learned from informants that 
these funds have not been used for the purposes for which they were 
originally collected. In most instances, these funds disappear 
into the hands of the leaders for their own desire, This has come | 
to the attention of several informants and the informants have { ‘ 
discussed this with other members and this has had an affect fo 
of causing dissention among the organizations, This method (UC 
has helped to cripple several local organizations and now is seemingly 
having an affect in the Black Panther Party in Indianapolis. 
Many members are unhappy with the leaders of the Black Panther Party 
and as a result membership is dropping sharply rather than increasing. 
One of the most active members, the Minister of Defense of the / 
Indianapolis Chapter of the Black Panther Party, has turned in , 7.7

his resignation as a result of this matter. 
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hiss: the Indianapolis Division, during intervi Ss 
.with individuals of the different black organizations, has ‘ 
dwelled on differences of opinion, etc., increasing the jealousy 
between leaders for attention and thus has caused thcse groups 
to become further separated.

The Pittsburgh Chamber formed a Human Resources 
Development Committee. The purpose of this committee was to 
provide a means of communication between the Opportunities 
Industrial Center. and the business-industrial sector. For 
this purpose, the Chamber urganized an Industrial Advisory 
Committee to the Opportunities Industrial Center. Recognizing — 
the need for the business sector's more inclusive interest 
in the economic developments of the area, as related to the 
minority group, the Chamber asked the Industrial Advisory 
Committee to the Opportunities Industrial Center to accept a 
dual role. as ale the Chamber's Human Resources Development 
Committee. 


. The projects undertaken by the Human Resources 
Development Committee are as follows: 


1. Business Management Advisory Corps 


There had been an expressed viewpoint that black~ 
owned and/or operated businesses seemed to lack manager ial 
know-how. The Chamber felt that experienced businessmen could 
> be drawn upon 8. volunteers to advise and counsel the 

owners and managers of black stores and firms of accepted 
management methods and procedures. The use of thig resource 
will depend on tle need for the services as expressed by the 
prospective recipient.

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2. Pittsburgh Industrial Show

_ The sponsors of the Pittsburgh Industrial Show, 
the Purchasing Management Association of Pittsburgh, Oe | 


traditionally makes a booth available to the Chamber of 
Commdrce free of charge.. During the 1968 show, the Chamber ~ 


felt lit could best serve the business interests of the 
corporate sector by having its booth used by black-owned

and/or operated firms which produce articles or supply 


. services of interest to corporate buyers. . Difficulty was 


encountered in locating black-owned businesses; however, 
some were located and did exhibit with most satisfactory 
resultes. 


3. Special Impact Program 


: This is a program in which the U. S. Labor Department . 
provides funds to create employment for minority groups by 
promoting the expansion of existing industry.into poverty 
areas or establishingnew businesses in these areas. The 
committee has béen considering the possibility of using the 
Black Management Advisory Corps, referred to above, to 
provide direct, short-term management guidance. In this 
connection also the committee has considered securihg as 
instructors in a formal educational program to develop black 
management personnel, those Negroes who have already 
attained responsible positions in area firms. 


4. Survey of experience of area employers 
regarding various private and Government 
organizations in the field of minority group 
employment. Coo. 

: The committee has designed a questionnaire to obtain a 
reading ah a confidential basis of individual experience by 

large as well as small firms. The questionnaire has been 
distributed, but only limited returns have been received to date. 
It is intended that the results will serve to determine the 
extent to which an information center should be conducted by 

the Chamber as to subsidies available and application procedures 
involved. It is planned also that this questionnaire will 
probably furnish other information of value, the specific nature 


. of which is not yet apparent. 
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5. Directory of Pittsburgh Agencies Oriented to 
the Urban Crises :

A local television ateties prepared seven one-half 
hour programs as a public service on the urban situation. 
It was felt that these films could be additionally used, 
other than for television time, in that they would provide 
an opportunity for a meeting of community leaders involved 
with the racial problems and urban crises. This meeting proved 
most beneficial. 


From the above, it is apparent that the Pittsburgh 
Chamber has a definite, active program geared to its 
_ interests and capabilities. It is not apparent at this time 
_ how specifically the Pittsburgh Chamber could successfully be 
oH utilized in a counterintelligence ef however, this 
possibility is not being ruled out.

As mentioned above, Boston SNCC has been inactive 
since June, 1968, and as far as can be determined, exists 
in name only.

If this slogan were printed in the form of bumper 
stickers, it is believed they could be placed on cars 
in the ghetto area unobstrusively in the early morning 
hours and such stickers could also be placed in areas 
of the ghetto where they could be prominently displayed.

It would appear, however, that in a law enforcement context / 
the application and use of these facilities might be more 
widespread on a local level, certainly however the potential 
for exploitation offered by such groups should be explored 
in the area of counterintelligence against black extremists 
groups.

Broad-based with 46 incorporators, the 
Foundation fs strongly rooted among printed end electronic journ= 
glism leaders, educators, government and community heads. Among 
the founders are editors and publishers of Pittsburgh-area news~ 
papers, general ‘managers of nine radio and television stations hero, 
the Mayor, a County Commissioner, several public relations heads, 
seven past presidents of Sigma Delta Chi professional journalism 
society, the national SOX executive, two U.S. Senators, four U.S. 
Congressmen, and deans of four journalism schools. The Covernor 
is an honorary founder. The idea of a Pittsburgh Communications 
Foundation was conceived in the Sigma Delta Chi Pittsburgh Chapter

Chicago, Illinois, Police Department, advise

His exposure to the public has been 
formidable. Nor has Carmichael restricted his speech 
making to the United States. In 1967 he took a five- 
month trip abroad including Cuba, North Vietnam, China 
and severd countries in Africa and Ewope making frequent 
speeches before large audiences where he advocated unity 
of the blacks throughout the world by violent revolution. 


Another black extremist, Eldridge Cleaver, who 
is presently a fugitive from justice, during the past 
year has also been active in giving speeches to over 
35,000 people, These were primarily college audiences.

In the Chicago letter of December 16, 1968, a 
suggestion was made that an anonymous mailing be sent JEFF 
FORT, leader of the Blackstone Rangers, advising of BPP efforts 
to discredit him, and in effect to "take over" the Rangers. As 
events have subsequently developed, as set forth in referenced 
Chicago airtel and LHM, the Rangers and the BPP have not only 
not been able to form any alliance, but enmity and distrust have 
arisen, to the point where each have been ordered to stay out of 
the others territory, The BPP has since decided to conduct no 
activity or attempt to do any recruiting in Ranger territory. 


It appears therefore that the letter as originally 
intended at this point would serve no useful purpose. The end 
in view appears to have been very quickly arrived at, in great 
measure by virtue of the inherent inability of two such vokhtile 
and power conscious groups to derogate any of their status or 
assumed authority to the other, 


From information recently received, it appears, however, 
that the BPP has not entirely abandoned all hope of utilizing 
the Rangers for their own purposes, Some feeling has been evident 
that FORT may not continue indefinitely in his position of leader- 
ship with the Rangers, most probably a reference to various 
Criminal charges facing him. It is Clear, however, that so 
long as he is in this position, any working arrangement between 
the two groups will be on Ranger terms, 
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Consequently, Chicago now recommends the follow 
letter be sent FORT, handwritten, on plain paper: 


"Brother Jeff: 


"I've spent some time with some Panther friends on 
the west side lately and I know what's been going on. The 
brothers that run the Panthers blame you for blocking their 
thing and there's supposed to be a hit out for you. I'm not 
a Panther, or a Ranger, just black, From what I see these 
Panthers are out for themselves not black people, I think 
you ought to know what their up to, I know what I'd do if I 
was you, You might hear from me again,”

The above would be sent to FORT in care of the First 
Presbyterian Church, 6401 South Kimbark, the widely publicized 
headquarters of the Rangers. 


It is believed the above may intensify the degree of 
animosity between the two groups and occasion FORT to take 
retaliatory action which could disrupt the BPP or lead to 
reprisals against its leadership. 


Consideration has been given to a similar letter 
to the BPP, alleging a Ranger plot against the BPP leadership, 
however, it is not felt this would be productive, principally 
since the BPP at present is not believed as violence-prone as 
the Rangers, to whom violent type activity, shooting, and the 
like, are second nature. There is also the possibility that 
if a future contact between the two were to take place, and it 
became apparent that both had received such communications, 
then an outside interest would be somewhat obvious.

Succinct summary of Black Nationalist Movement in 
‘Indianapolis Division: 


A. Nation of Islam (NOI) 


The NOI has noticed an appreciable drop in total 
attendance in ‘the Indianapolis Division, with a total of about 
140 to 145 persons attending meetings. Responsible for the drop 
in attendance is the South Bend mosque which before had 100 to 
125 persons, and which now has been having only 50 persons in 
attendance. 


. There are seven cities in the Indianapolis Division 
with temples or mosques and they are Evansville, Fort Wayne, ' 
Muncie, Gary, Indianapolis, East Chicago and South Bend. : 
Evansville, East Chicago, Fort Wayne and Muncie are all struggling | 
with only four to six members. Muncie no longer has a place to \ 
meet which adds to their existing struggle. Indianapolis had 27 \ 
members and Gary has about 45 members at present. The only two 
mosques are #31 in South Bend and #33 in Gary, Indiana, 


The NOI groups in the Indianapolis Division have not 
caused or planned any violence to date, but the possibility for 
such is always present. The ministers of the groups in Indiana 
received their instructions from NOI headquarters in Chicago, 
Illinois and adhere to the teachings of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, their 
leader, 
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B. Radical Action Project (RAP)

Writes articles for the 
pectator", weekly newspaper of Indiana University, but 
does not write concerning the AAASA. The organization has had 
meetings but has not proposed any demonstrations or made any 
demands on the university. A similar group formed in South 
Bend, Indiana, also has very limited activity. They proposed 
a picket line and demonstration to be held at the UCLA vs. 
Notre Dame basketball game, which was nationally televised; 
however, school authorities stated that they could demonstrate 
in the lobby only and not on the court where the television 
cameras were or they would be arrested. The group, therefore, 
did not proceed with the demonstration as they could not get in 
front of the cameras which was what they wanted. 


1. Operations under Consideration 


Plans under consideration at this time include 
continuation of interviewing the active members of the various 
organizations and, in addition, to try to continue to promote 
the jealousies and differences of opinion of the various groups 
and leaders through informants and interviews.

2. Operations Being Affected

eep the various groups and leaders of the community 
separated, thus not allowing a mass uniting of the Negro or 
black community. Other operations have included encouraging 
the jealousy between the BPP and the other various groups, as 
the BPP was rapidly gaining popularity. The Negro community 
was made aware, however, of the misuse of these funds by the 
BPP through informants and other groups and, therefore, their 
membership has fallen from over 200 persons to about 15 active 
members which they now have. 


3. Tangible Results 


Despite the fact that Indianapolis has about a 25 
per cent Negro population, the fact exists that the various 
Negro organizations have not united to date and no major 
disturbances have taken place. 


4. Developments of Counterintelligence Interest 


In interviewing various members of the different 
organizations, successes of their competition are pointed out 
in a way so that they become more jealous of their brothers in 
the other black organizations. Using informants in this manner 
has also helped to add to the animosity between the various 
groups and has served to further help keep the groups from 
uniting.

The United Black Students (UBS) are active at 
the University of Miami as well as the North Campus of 
Miami Dade Junior College and they appear to be the only 
well organized group in this area with Black Nationalist 
tendencies, other than the Nation of Islam (NOI). 


The activities of the UBS seem to have centered 
mainly around the establishment of courses in black culture 
and history at these colleges. Additional courses in these - 
fields have been added to the curriculum at both colleges 
and UBS members have expressed satisfaction with the present 
progress. 


There have been no Black Nationalists added to 
Miami's Agitator Index.

Mailings vere 
made to the latest, most up-to-date addresses of tho 
recipients or in some cases in care of a close »“%cJjate, 
and in the latter case this appeared to have na 
additional worthwhile effect. 


Enough time tas now passed to assess the effects 
of the mailings. A and TT has advised that there has 
been no publicity through any media and no advers effects 
to the agency whatsoever. bout six persons tel- honed 
Portland A and TT, obvious }y bhaken and nervously asking 
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why they received the leaflet since their inquiry 
disclosed that no universal mailing was made. A «nd TT 
responded that since the Government desired thr’ Jj1 


possible information be made availatle on the « tay, the 
leaflets were sent to persons who might be esp: *- lly 
interested in its provisions--to insure that °° ~ore informed. 
A and TT continued that if the caller desired «"" further 


information, an agent would personally contact 4! caller 
if the latter would furnish bis name and addre:s. In each 
instance with request of name and address the arn ™ymous 
telephone caller immediately hung up.

I. Operations Under Consideration 


By letter datcd 2/26/69, Houston Division proposed 
a counterintelligence measure directed against the Black € 
Panther Party (BPP) nation-wide which proposal dealt with a 4 
communication directed to the variais BPP chapters throughout ‘ 
the. country requesting a minimum of $500 be sent to a Post L. 
Office Box in Oakland, California which box would be rented ' 
in the name of one of the officials of the BPP. It is felt 
this proposal if put into effect would cause considerabic 
distrust among the BPP and in particular the leadership of 
the BPP which reportedly is undergoing considerable financial 
difficulties. Ho action is being taken on this proposal pend- 
ing specific Bureau instructions. 


Il. Operations Being Fffected 


- No specific counterintelligence operation is 

-- currently being effected against the Black Nationalist-Hate 
Groups in Houston other than to continue to capitalize on 
well placed informants within the NOT and within the group 
attempting to establish a BPP chapter in Houston. In this re- 
gard informants have reported that as a result of the recent 
trip to Chicago for the National Nor Convention, the male men- 
bers of the contingent were put in a hotel room, four persons 
to each room and were charged $10 iece night for eir 
lodfing. This money was given to : woot os o 

of the Houston contingent and it was determine y 

menbership that. the room rent was only $18.00. Members hay 
continue to be unhappy with the fact that 

a tecoen Will not account for the extra $22.00 which he 

apparently pocketed and continucs to tell members that it is 

none of their business what happens in the Mosque.

I. COUNTERINTELLIGENCE OPERATIONS UNVER 
CONS IDERATION 


The Memphis Office is on a continuing basis 
attempting to develop informants within the ranks. of the 
known black militant organizations within this Division 
and has made repeated efforts during the past 90 days in 
sending logical and willing potential informants into : 
meetings of these organizations in an effort to have these 
potential informants recruited into these black militant 
organizations. These efforts are continuing and it is 
contemplated that within the near future one or more of 
these individuals will be accepted into the black militant 
organizations known as the Invaders and the Black Knights. 


Due to the success of the counterintelligence 
program whereby the Memphis Office has been furnishing to 
a reliable newspaper source of the Memphis Office information 
regarding the black militant organization known as the 
Invaders, as set out hereinafter, the Memphis Office is 
giving consideration to increasing this type oi counter- 
intelligence activity and a preliminary contact has been

The Memphis Cffice is continuing its policy 
of interviewing any Negro who is known to associate with 
any black militant group at Memphis, Tennessee, immediately 
upon ascertaining his identity and provided no Burcau 
restrictions are in effect which would preclude interviewing 
this individual. It is hoped that such an interview program 
will serve two purposes, one, the development of potential 
informants, and, two, will keep this individual from perhaps 
becoming a confirmed and active member of any black militant 
group at Memphis, Tennessee. There is evidence that these 
initial interviews which are general in nature and merely 
point out to the individual being interviewed the dangerousness 
and the anti-Negro position of these black militant organizations 
and on several occasions, it is known that these interviews 
have resulted in the potential member of the Invaders and/or 
the Black Knights having nothing further to do with these 
organizations. 


The exchange of information on a daily basis with 
the Intelligence Unit of the Memphis, Tennessee, Police 
Department, which has resulted in numerous arrests, not only 
of black militants at Memphis, Tennessee, but also members 
of the newly formed chapter of the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) at Memphis State University, is continuing and 
has proved beneficial to both the Nemphis, Tennessee, Police 
Department and to the local FBI Office. Due to the informant 
covrage of the Memphis Office ina photographic sense, the 
Memphis Office has been in a position to obtain photographs 
of most, if not all, of the current members of the Invaders 
and as a result has been able to furnish the Memphis, Tennessee, 
Police Department copies of these photographs which have been

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iI. TANGIBLE RESULTS OF COUNTERINTELLIGENCE

The "leaking" of derogatory informat ion regarding .

of the militant group at Nemphis known as the Invaders. 
This expose of Invaders activities has resulted in numerous re- 
sults, not the least of which has been the willingness of 
merchants at Memphis, Tennessee, who have been subject to 
what amounts. to extortion by members of these Invaders 
being willing: to come forward now and testify against these 
individuals in court. These newspaper articles have exposed 
the Invaders as being young thugs preying on their. own race 
and have shattered the illusion among the Negro populace of

Information being received recently from RI (CORCB) 
(Ghetto) sources of the } 4 {fice indicates that these 
articles written by es ued MePhave resulted in wide- 
spread disillusionment with the Invaders on the part of the 
Negro populace at Memphis, Tennessee. 
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IV. DEVELOPMENTS OF COUNTER INTELLIGENCE INTEREST. 
During the past 90 days, through cooperation with ~ 
authorities of the Intelligence Unit of the Memphis, Tennessee, 
Police Department and the administrators of Memphis State 
University (ISU), the newly formed SDS Chapter at MSU has been 
unable to secure a charter and some 11 of their members have 
been arrested charged with possession or use of marijuana. 
tine of these members were arrested as a result of information 
obtained from Bureau informants and furnished to the Vice 
Squad of the Memphis Police Department. This tactic has 
resulted in the inability of this SDS Chapter to secure a 
charter at Memphis State University, has caused a great many 
of their former members to drop out of this organization, 
and has rendered this organization at the present time 


inept. 


: While this is not directly connected with the 
black militant hate groups, it should be pointed out that 
every effort is being made on the SDS Chapter at Memphis 
to recruit Negro members and they are working hand in hand 
with the Black Student Association (BSA) at NSU which is 
a cell or a branch of the over-all Black Power organization 
at Memphis known as the Black OrganizingProject (BOP).

Inasmuch as there is currently no recognized 
chapter of the Black Panther Party (BPP) in Washington, 
D.C,, WFO intends to take the following action in the event 
an attempt is made to form such a chapter: 


WFO is prepared to infiltrate any incipient BPP 
organization with informants who will thereby be ina 
position to grow with the organization and place themselves 
in a position of leadership. ' 


Thereafter, WFO intends to identify and interview 
all members and prospective members with the threefold 
purpose of 1) further identifying members of the organization 
and determining the extent of their black extremist attitude 
and involvement, 2) possible informant development, and 
3) making the individuals and the chapter aware of the 
interest of the FBI in the BPP. 


This has proved effective in the past in connection 
with the attempt of o form a BPP chapter in 
Washington, D.C. S$ reported as saying recently that 
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he was very agitated by the fact that the FBI had been 
interviewing all of the members of his organization, which 
has since become virtually inactive. In addition, a 
member of the Central Committee of the New York BPP is 
reported as saying recently, according to a Baltimore 
informant, that a BPP chapter could not be organized in 
Washington, D.C,, in the near future because there are too 
many FBI men "snooping around." 


Inasmuch as the above methods have been successful 
to a considerable degree, it is suggested that they might be 
effective in other areas where BPP chapters are in the 
formative stages.

This demonstration ended withthe intervention by the police 
and the University agreed to meet most of the demands. 

Sources to this point have indicated no program on the part 

of this group to incite racial violence. 


As of this writing, there are no active Black 
Nationalist hate groups operating in the Minneapolis Division 
except the Nation of Islam, whose membership remains constant 
and which group has not been involved in any local racial dis- 
turbances. As mentioned in MPlet 2/18/69, there has been an 
effort on the part of two individuals who attended the Black 
Panther Party retreat in California in November, 1968, to 
establish a bhapter of the Black Panther Party in Minneapolis. 
As of this date, there has been no information developed that 
such a chapter does exist. Minneapolis has close informant 
coverage in the Negro community and will continue to follow 
closely the activity of the few militants in the Division who 
might possibly be involved in organizing a Black Panther Party.

Pursuant to instructions in referenced letter, : 
Buffalo has given consideration to various counterintelligence ; 
measures which might possibly be applied to the Black Panther -; 
Party (BPP) chapter recently established in Rochester, N.Y. 
It is desired to point out that this chapter is presently 

highly disorganized, is made up of very few members, and has 

no funds with which to operate. It lacks any kind of leader- 
ship against whom a planned counterintelligence project could 

be operated. ; 


The Buffalo Office has conducted a series of inter- 
views of known members of the Rochester chapter of BPP, and 
extremely close liaison is maintained with the Rochester PD, 
Special Intelligence Unit, in connection with the BPP. The 
latter unit has kept a close watch on the activities of this . 
chapter, and the interviews are believed to have effectively 
kept this chapter off balance during its formative stages. 


The above chapter has surrendered its headquarters 
at 400 Joseph Avenue, Rochester, having rented this space in 
October, 1968, and failed to pay any rent since November 1, 1968. 
They are presently seeking a new headquarters but have not thus 
far been successful. Consideration has been given to calling 
attention to members of this chapter the various acts of 
financial mismanagement on the part of some of the top leaders 
of the BPP, including KATHERINE CLEAVER, wife of LEROY ELDRIDGE 
CLEAVER, who appeared with the latter at the time he gave a 
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talk at the Xerox Corporation in the Summer of 1968. It is 
felt, at this time, that the present disorganized and bankrupt 
state of the Rochester BPP chapter is such as to mitigate any 
real effect of spreading a rumor about the conduct of national 
officers because this chapter appears to be very remotely 
connected and/or interested in the actions of the more highly 
placed BPP leaders. This suggested counterintelligence move 
will be kept under consideration for future use if this chapter 
becomes more formally organized. 


The inactive status of the Rochester BPP chapter at 
this time does not seem to present any effective counterintelli- 
gence operation. Buffalo will continue to follow this matter 
very, closely and will keep the Bureau advised of its recommenda- 
tions.

As is being experienced on a nationwide basis, 
racial agitational activities in the Pittsburgh area are 
presently being conducted for the most part in schools, both 
high schools and colleges, Two high schools in the Pittsburgh 
area have recently experienced racial outbreaks and there 
have been short takeovers of property at two colleges in 
Pittsburgh by black students, during the current academic year, 


As a result of these activities, the Pennsylvania 
State Legislature is presently considering a bill to increase 
the penalties for such takeovers of schools by students, 
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The present indication is that the Legislature will prob- 
ably pass the law, however, there is strong indication 
that it will be vetoed by the Pennsylvania Governor, It 
also noted that the bill is generally opposed by academic 
leaders as an infringement of academic freedom.

There are presently two black student organizations 
on college campuses in the Pittsburgh area: The Black 
Action Society at the University of Pittsburgh and the 
Black League of Afro-American Culture at the Allegheny 
Community College, Pittsburgh.

The United Black Brothers of Syracuse has been 
established as a militant black nationalist organization 
in the Syracuse area posing under the public front of being 
a self-help organization for needy Negro men. A large portion 
of financial support from this organization is derived from 
the Syracuse Council of Churches. The Albany Division is 
‘considering approaching an established contact within the 
Syracuse Council of Churches and exposing the United Black 
Brothers as a black hate group in an effort to end the financial 
support being received from the Council of Churches. 


The Albany Division is further contemplating the i 
possibility of publicly exposing the United Black Brothers

; the Albany Office. It is felt that discrediting articles

BACKGROUND - PROBLEM 


There are a number of civil rights and racial 
groups in the Steubenville, Ohio, area, and the sentiments 
of numerous individuals who belong to these groups remain 
questionable. Inasmuch as one aspect of our job is to 
identify extremists in these organizations, the following 
plan is broached. This plan is suggested because of the 
difficulty and obvious pitfalls in accepting an informant's 
determination as to who is an extremist, when there have 
been no overt acts. 


The secondary problem which exists for the field 
is the testing of the aggressiveness, range, and scope of 
the informant net in a certain area. It is the belief of 
the Agent who handles racial matters in Steubenville, Ohio, 
that it would be wise to test this apparatus before an 
actual outbreak of civil disorder, so that it can be evaluated 
and changed if necessary. A similar problem or doubt 
always exists and that is: "Could a conspiratorial type 
meeting take place within an area covered by an RA or Head- 
quarters city without the office being aware of it?" 


It is recommended, therefore, that the following 
letter be prepared on Black Panther Stationery, which could 
be supplied by the Bureau Laboratory, by Cincinnati, in 
respect to addresses andsailed by the San Francisco Office. 
The letter would be sent to approximately 75 people in the 
Steubenville, Ohio, area. This letter will be mailed from 
San Francisco, California, so that it reaches the Steuben- 
ville, Ohio, area one or two days before the scheduled 
-meeting. 2 
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The letter would read as follows: 


"Dear ; 

We are presently preparing to enlarge the 
mass base of our party and we will be sending 
a representative to the Steubenville, Ohio, 
area on April 26, 1969, to meet with you 
and other individuals whom we feel have the 
necesSary revolutionary spirit to form a 
chapter of the Panthers. . 


We feel that black men everywhere should 
buy arms and learn to use them, because we 
do not intend to simply change the society, 
we're going to overthrow it. We will have 
Black Power and we will have it now. BLACK 
MEN SHOULD BE BLACK PANTHERS. 


Our man will be in Steubenville, Ohio, 
_on April 26, 1969, at 3:00 P.M, He will hold 
a meeting across the street from the Baptist 
Temple on Fernwood Road in Wintersville, Ohio. 
This is an empty lot and public land. If the 
pigs should question you as to the reason for 
your gathering you are to say it is only a 
religious revival meeting. We will settle 
with the pigs later. 


As you can see, we have done our home- 
work well, our advance men have been in the 
area, heard about you, and we know you are on 
our side.

. Upon identifying those individuals who might 
attend, Cincinnati will open a case, develop background, 
and interview each. This procedure would have two 
objectives: (1) It would let these people know that 
they have been identified, and that the Bureau is aware 
of their attitudes and actions, thus hopefully causing 
them to cease some of their activities. (2) Cincinnati 
at Steubenville, Ohio, would be afforded an excellent 
opportunity for developing better informant coverage. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is recommended that the Bureau approve the 
above measure to be instituted by the Cincinnati Division 
as soon as possible, noting that it would be most effective 
if used before the summer months, which have traditionally 
been disturbance prone.

Panther breakfast program in the Des Moines area is not unusual - 
_inasmuch as the Des Moines community has not looked upon the ': © 
existence of the Des Moines Black Panther Party as a threat to 
either the black community or the Des Moines community in general, 


The Panthers have enjoyed comment, as well as

In view of the foregoing, it would be most difficult 
to undertake any kind of counterintelligence activity relative 
to the Black Panther Party breakfast program, and no recommendation 
in this regard is being submitted.

Following the 
reported suicide of MICHAEL BAYNHAM, Minister of Defense, 
Detroit BPP, sources reported there were numerous rumors and 
stories in local BPP circles as to what actually happened to 
BAYNHAM. To further cloud and confuse the facts surrounding 
BAYNHAM's death, sources theorize he actually died at the 
hands ofa highly placed Detroit BPP leader whom BAYNHAM had 
discovered stealing party funds. Another theory offered was 
that BAYNHAM was a suspected police informant and it was 

felt that his death would “shake up" the party locally 

causing them to clean house and fall in line with National — 
Headquarters BPP policies. Sources advised that as a result 
of theimplication of these actions, the Detroit BPP has 

been split wide open. Members are suspicious of each other; 
they are vitally concerned for their own safety; and as one 
source stated members are “looking over their shoulder" 
expecting bodily harm to come to them. Many members have 


expressed that they want out of the BPP and desire to sever 
their ties with the BPP.

Panther Party from California. Rory \Hithe gave a speech 
{ on the discipline and assassination of\Black Panther informers. 
i Mrs.Huggins was also present. You will recall that her 
: : former husband, John*Yuggins, Jr., was murdered in a racial 
} dispute at UCLA in Jan y of this year. You will also 
i recall that Huggins' father is the Manager of the Fence Club.

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During the evening of May 19th, with the permission of our 
administration, Mr. Bobby Seale, National Panther leader from 
California, appeared at Battel Chapel for a speech. He : 
received several thousand dollars for this appearance. Men 
and women who attended were searched for weapons at the door. 
Throughout the speech, persons in the audience smoked, and 
the speech by Mr. Seale was punctuated with numerous vulgarities 
and obscenities of the worst sort. Among those in attendance 
was our "Chaplain" Bill<Coffin who appeared not to be the 
least bit concerned by Séale's foul language. 


I feel it is a sad day in America when an individual is 
not allowed to enter a house of worship until searched and 
a speaker is allowed to flagrantly use obscenities and four- 
letter words before the altar of God. I am also distressed 
to think that Yale would allow individuals of his calibre 
on our campus. Certainly the administration was aware of 
the past reputation of Mr. Seale as well as known acts of 
violence committed by the organization he represents. 


On May 22nd, three days after Mr. Seale's appearance here, 
the New Haven Police Department raided the Black Panther 
headquarters in New Haven and arrested three Panthers in 
connection with the torture and murder of a reported Panther 
from New York City. Subsequently, additional Panthers were 
arrested and according to the local press the victim had been 
held captive and tortured for several days prior to his death. 
Undoubtedly, Mr. Seale was in. town at the time he was held 
captive and possibly when he was murdered. Is it possible he 
knew about this situation? I cannot help but wonder if he gave 
the orders for execution, 


I fail to understand the purpose of bringing these people 
to our institution. Are they teaching or setting an example 
for our youth who are very easily influenced at this age? Are 
they here for educational purposes? It appears Mr. Seale's 
qualifications for teaching relate only to revolution and 
violence. At one point in his speech he stated that the "kids" 
have to be taught how to use guns so they can "kill the racist 

igs" when they come into their neighborhoods. Was Mr. “Sea e 

ere to give guidance concerning poverty programs? During } 
his speech he did not present one single suggestion aimed at 
overcoming our national or local poverty problems. In short, 
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he contributed nothing toward our educational processes. 
No one in our community benefited from his appearance. 


Most disappointing of all was the fact that the reputation 
of Yale was tarnished by this and other events. This reputation 
was achieved through the efforts of great men like Hale, 
Vanderbilt, Calhoun, Pierson and others and not the likes of 
Mr. Seale. , 


I contend that the above events have brought immeasurable 
notoriety to our institution, My advanced age and conservative 
image leave me helpless - but the above events call for action 
on the part of each and every thinking alumni. I feel great 
damage has been done and unless appropriate steps are taken in 
high places to prevent recurrences of similar situations, Yale's 
reputation may be further tarnished. Of additional concern is 
the fact that appearances of persons like Mr. Seale and the 
offering of Yale facilities to militant groups such as his 
could lead to violence and destruction not only in the community 
but also on the Yale campus. 


I submit this letter for your consideration. Yale is not 
the first school to have been duped by these people. Possibly 
you can help prevent further disasterous mistakes - poor and 
weak decisions and “fuzzy” thinking by college administrators 
throughout the country. 


Again my apologies for finding it necessary to remain 
anonymous. .

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BUF WAGES FRAUDULENT CAMPAIGN 
’ AGAINST LOCAL CHURCHES 


According to a woman member of the Black United 
Front who "was there when "iiggaaies mire zesn % called the 
first meeting to form the » the current BUF campaign 
against white religious groups in the Washington area is a 
fraud. 


The lady who desired to remain anonymous told a 
(name of newspaper) reporter that at a meeting held on 
September 18, 1969, at the Douglas Memorial Methodist Church, 
11th and H Streets, N.=., some shocking statements were made 
by BUF officials.” 


Chocked with emotion, this lady who "attends 
church every Sunday, rain or shine", stated that the 
. EE 10 announcing plans at 
‘the September meeting to move on churches and synagogues in 
the Washington area stated the BUF did not contemplate 
receiving money from the churches , but planned to use the 
confrontations as "a political thing to show churches are 
wealthy racist organizations". 


The lady related that at this point in the meeting 
a young woman said “when we make demands they should be so 
large the churches will be unable to pay" and suggested the 
BUF ask the synagogues for $4 billion and Protestant churches 
for $2 billion, "just to make sure they will be unable to 
meet the terms’. a be alleged to have replied the amounts 
to be demanded had not been set but would be quite high. : 


The woman further alleged that when 
was asked what would happen if one of the churches offered a, 
substantial sum such as $25,000 he replied: ‘The BUF would . 
have no choice but to accept the money." 
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Describing the atmosphere as anything but religious, 
the woman, close to tears while relating this story, remarked: 
“ZT don't know how that preacher can make a sermon in his churh 
on Sunday and then go out and demand money from other churches 
when he knows in his own heart he's playing games." 


The BUF has demanded reparations from several area 
churches beginning on September 7, when a group of 50 blacks 
stood before the congregation of the Resurrection Lutheran 
Church in Arlington and demanded 15 per cent of the capital 
budgets of Arlington churches and synagogues.

should a recurrence of such brutal attacks take place.

Headquarters, which, in turn, will almost certainly result in 
her being purged from the party. This disruption has come at 
a time when the Detroit chapter of the BPP can least afford 
it: since the “execution of its former Minister of Defense, 
the Detroit Chapter has been closed on orders from the national 
party. It has only recently received permission to reactivate 
itself but d to use the name Black Panther 
Party.

League of Revolutionary Black Workers (LRBW) 
Referenced communication concerning the LRBW 
MA ‘ indicates that on 6/25/69 a commercial checking account 
- was opened by the Dodge Revolutionary Union Movement 
(DRUM) at the Bank of the Commonwealth, Detroit, Michigan. 
The check used to open this account was in the amount of 
$5,000.00 and drawn on the: account of the Inter-Religious 
Foundation for Community Organization, Inc. (IFCO). 


DRUM is a branch of the LRBW. Clearly, the LRBW 
is a union organization; in fact, it offered a slate of black 
candidates in recent union elections at two Chrysler plants 
in the Detroit area. , 


The Detroit Counterintelligence Program might 
profitably utilize this information by providing for its 
indirect dissemination to the UAW and Teamsters Unions in 
Detroit. Hopefully, this would result in the unions :

Robert Franklin Williams, in 1961, led militant 
civil rights activities in Monroe, North Carolina, which 
led to armed conflict between whites and blacks, During 
one such incident a white couple was held for several hours 
in Williams’ house. As a result Williams, along with 
soveral others, was indicted on a charge of kidnapping. 
When Williams could not be found by local authorities, a 
Federal warrant was issued charging him with Unlawful 
Flight to Avoid-Prosecution - Kidnapping. . 


Williams fled to Cuba where he and his family 
resided until 1966. He continued to publish "The Crusader," 
a hate type newsletter in which he advocated that Negroes | 
arm themselves and fight in the streets for their freedom. 
He also appeared on Radio Havana over which he broadcast 
the same type of propaganda, 


In 1966 Williams and family moved to Peking, China, 
claiming that he was no longer safe in Cuba and he was not 
being given support in his fight for Afro-American freedon.

Even though 
he knew I was there waiting for hin, he did not return that nignt,.

It should 
be noted, however, that a severe split has occurred between 
the leaders of the Los Angeles BPP and it is believed that 
the continuous interviewing of present and past BPP members 
has helped create this gulf. Attempts will be continued 
to widen this gulf.

Exploiting the weaknesses of the Liack Panther Party 
(BPP) in the Indianapolis Division has been done in seveval ways 
since receipt of referenced Bureau Ictter 7/11/69. . Some of the 
weaknesses exploited include: (1) financial, (2) suspicion of one 
member for another, and (3) exposing BPP programs, 


The first weakness of the BPP was that of financial, 
which was dealt with in several ways. The BPP in Indianapolis hes 
bo always had financial problems, and has been continually low or 
P overdrawn in their bank account which has been monitored by the f 
‘ Indianapolis Office. Since it was determined the BPP did have : 
financial problems, it was learned the BPP owed the Indiana Bell °~7” 
Telephone Company for several months of telephone service, and - 
Indiana Bell was encouraged to remove the service from BPP Head- 
quarters. The service was in fact cut off at BPP Yeadquarters on 
or about 9/15/69, 


In addition, the BPP has been receiving their office 
space rent free, but ere now faced with relocating as the owner 
of the building is selling the property, The owner, who is selling, 
has been encoursyed to move the BPP out as soon as possible and 
without funds, the BPP has been unable to locate another site for 
their headauarters, and will be put out of their present head- 
quarters any day, 
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Other weaknesses that have becn capitalized on include 
interviews of members wherein jealousy among the members has 4, 
been stimulated and at the same time has caused a number of per= 
sons to fall under Suspicion and be purged from the Party, Along 
with interviewing these members, 
Bin Indianapolis, was finally interviewed in August 1969, after 
iny previous attempts had failed. After several contacts, 
= advised he desired to purge himself of the charge of 
. him in San Y glifornia, and tha

in Indianapolis. His leaving the PPP has taken 
with him who had been consideriny leaving, but 
were staying because he was staying.

The BPP in Indianapolis also attempted to start a 
Breakfast for School Children Program and anonymous mailings were 
made to ministers of churches in the area of the BPP Headquarters, 
and they wére not allowed to establish a program in that area, 
They did go to the other side of town and in conjunction with 
several other organizations, set up a breakfast program; however, 
the individual with whom they obtained the facilities was contacted 
by the Indianapolis Office, and he in turn, did not let the BPP. 
put up any photos or posters and did not let the bpp talk to the 
children about the EPP program or teach hate, As a result the 
soon dropped out of the program and left it with the other organi- 
sations to crorate. 


The BPP in Indianapolis is now in 9 precarious position 
in a struggle for existence and their new Chairman is a former. 
BPP member who was purged and now has been asked to come back by 
the remaining few members, , the former Chairman, advises 
that the BPP National Headquarters will most likely not approve 
their choice as Chairman, and someone will be sent from National 
Headquarters to run the Chapter, If National Headguarters docs not 
send soncone Eee ewadvises the Chapter is likely to fold in. .

Baynahm was found dead several weeks ago. Police investigation ff 
resulted in a determination that he had committed suicide. H 
BPP in Detroit has been concerned over his death and nervous fe 
‘in view of recent Panther uurders throughout the country. In ' / 
view of this and in order to disrupt this group, authority was 
given Detroit to mail this communication so0 that suspicion 
might be thrown on a female member. 


Detroit has advised that this letter is causing consi- 
derable consternation, both in Detroit and with national BPP 
leaders, Two women are suspected and national headquarters 
ordered members to stay away from one of these persons inasmuch 
as she was "probably a police informant."

The intensive interview program of BPP members -is 
continuing in the San Diego Division. The specific tangible 
results thus far observed concerning the interview program 

are very difficult to assess. 


III. TANGIBLE RESULTS 
The BPP Breakfast Program appears to be floundering 
in San Diego due to lack of public support and unfavorable 
publicity concerning it. It is noted that it has presently 
been temporarily suspended. Therefore, it was felt that 
placing the above mentioned anonymous call to the Bishop at 
this particular time might be a significant factor in 
precluding the resumption of the program. The informa tion 
:to the Bishop appeared to be favorably received and he seemed 
“to be quite concerned over the fact that one of his Priests 
was deeply involved in utilization of church facilities for 
this purpose. This matter, of course, will be closely 
followed for further anticipated developments concerning the 
Breakfast Program. 


Shootings, beatings, and a high degree of unrest mt 
continues to prevail in the ghetto area of southeast San Diego, 
Although no specific counterintelligence action can be 
credited with contributing to this over-all situation, it is 
felt that a substantial amount of the unrest is directly 
attributable to this program, 


Information concerning the possibility of US 
headquarters being bombed on the weekend of 8/30/69, was 
furnished to the San Diego Police Department prior to the 
actual bombing. It is felt that the furnishing of this 
information might have been a major factor in precluding 
any injury of innocent persons at the time the actual 
bombing took place. 


Iv, DEVELOPMENTS OF COUNTERINTELLIGENCE INTEREST 
— eee 


The "gang type" war between the BPP and US 
continues at the present time. 


It also appears there is increased unrest within 
the ranks of the BPP in San Diego and reports have been 
received concerning very severe punishments being administered 
to members who do not perform as the leaders of ie party 
‘believe they should. For example,@ 
reportedly been severely beaten by BPP officials for failure 
to return gunfire at the assailant at the time JOHN SAVAGE 
was fatally shot .oe% mae was “beaten up" for 
failure to abide by instructions given her by visiting BPP 
members of the Los Angeles area. Other similar incidents have 
also been noted, all apparently in an effort to establish 
more rigid discipline within the ranks of the party. 


On 8/30/69, the new US headquarters building at 
4183 Market Street, San Diego, was bombed through utilization 
of a pipe bomb. The device was made of 14" pipe, capped at 
both ends, and filled with shotgun powder. No injuries were 
sustained but damage was extensive. No suspects have been 
arrested. However, it is believed that the BPP is responsible 
for the bombing. Efforts are being made to determine how 
this situation can be capitalized upon for the benefit of 
the Counterintelligence Program and any possibilities wil?

1. Operations Under Consideration 


No definite counterintelligence program is being 
considered pending reorganization of the Connecticut chapters. 


2. Operations Being Effected eal 


As authorized by the Bureau, New Haven will continue 
to furnish public source data to approved press representatives. 
New Haven will remain alert for those incidents or circumstances 
which may lend themselves to counterintelligence exploitation. 


The New Haven Division is pursuing those investigations 
which will lead to successful prosecution of BPP members and 
leadership at the Federal or local level. 


zs my BPP, Boston, was 
apprehended ° r Bench warrant at BPP New Haven 
Headquarters by FBI igedte. assisted by U.S. Marshals and local 
authorities, on 9/12/69, on charges of threatening a Federal 
officer and intimidating a witness. The bench warrant was 
issued following the retura of a two count indictment by a 
Federal Grand Jury on 9/11/69 (New Haven file 26-15342 refers). 


This arrest enabled the apprehending Agents to search 
BPP New Haven Headquarters to perform a cursory search for 
weapons. None were located, leading to the conclusion that 
either BPP New Haven members ‘have not acquired any weapons or 
that more probably these weapons are stored in ae) cation. 
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3. Tangible Results 


Of counterintelligence interest is the fact that 
reliable informants have advised that BPP New Haven had 
planned to rent a store for a BPP office sometime in 
September. Sjgwetye during the arrest by FBI Agents on 9/12/69, 
was also arrested by New Haven police for breach of the peace, 
and abusing a police officer for his conduct at the time 
of the arrest. A $200 bond was set by the New Haven authorities 
and was posted by the BPP New Haven. A reliable source advised 
that the BPP had intended to use: the $200 used for 
bond for the rent of another apartment use as a "crib" and 
were not now financially able to rent the apartment.

For example it is felt that JEDEL is aware 
of the majority of information concerning the factual ea 
views of the BPP and other Black Nationalist groups through 
public sources of information such as the BPP newspaper, 
‘The Black Panther", and to furnish such information from 
an"anonymous source" would either be dismissed by JEDEL as 
trivial or attributed to some other party who may have an 
interest in causing JEDEL to act against such groups as 
the BPP. 


In view of the above comments the following is 
submitted as the suggested communication to be used to 
establish rapport between the anonymous source and the 
selected individual associated with JEDEL: 


"Dear Rabbi Kahane: 


I am-a Negro man who is 48 years old and served 
his country in the U.S. Army in WW2 and worked as a truck 
driver with "the famous red-ball express" in Gen. Eisenhour's 
Army in France and Natzi Germany. One day I had a crash 
with the truck I was driving, a 23 ton truck, and was injured 
real bad. I was treated and helped by a Jewish Army Dr. 
named "Rothstein" who helped me get better again. 


Also I was encouraged to remain in high school 
for two years by my favorite teacher, Mr. Katz. I have 
always thought Jewish people are good and they have helped 
me all my life. That is why I become so upset about my 
oldest son who is a Black Panther and very much against 
Jewish people. My oldest son just returned from Algers in 
Africa where he met a bunch of other Black Panthers from 
all over the world. He said to me that they all agree that 
the Jewish people are against all the colored people and 
that the only friends the colored people have are the Arabs. 


I told my child that the Jewish people are the 
friends of the colored people but he calls me a Tom and 
says I'll never be anything better than a Jew boy's slave.

They subsequently 
stopped the car on a traffic violation and thereafter 
determined that the car was stolen from New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and that one of. the occupants was a convicted 
felon in possession of a fully-loaded carbine. These 
three individuals were subsequently identified as being 
affiliated with the RNA in the New Orleans, Louisiana, 
area. :

On the nationallevel the arrest of SEALE has certainly disrupted 
the entire BPP organization and caused an additional drain of the 
BPP funds. 


On the local level, continual pressure on the rank and file 
members as wellas the leadership by the FBI and local authorities 
has sparked a flurry of demonstrations and an influx of BPP ‘ 
organizers. It 1s worthy to note that the majority of the Black 
community and white community is not giving the Party any visible 
support.

caaey ; The pamphlet "Storm Warnings" has been reviewed 
q by the St. Louis Division, Since the pamphlet will be mailed 
in Missouri to persons in Missouri only, the statutes of that 
state are at issue, Missouri Statutes, Sections 559,410, 
559.430, and 559.440 concern libel and define same as the 
"malicious defamation of a person which is made public," 
There is no doubt that “Storm Warnings" would fall in that 
category.’ Howéver, the statutes further stipulate “truth 
is a complete defense" against any libel charges, Since each 
statement in the pamphlet contains a basis in fact any libel ~— 
action is, therefore, negated. There are two additional factors 
which make any libel action unlikely. 1) The’ victims cannot

Thus, last 
fall, activists attending the SDS na- 
tional council meeting at Boulder, 
Colo., were’ supplied copies of a 
pamphlet that set forth detailed in- 
structions on the manufacture of 
fire bombs, train mines, even hand 
grenades. This and other manuals 
were circulated widely among SDS 
and other activists froin coast to 
coast —with predictable results. 

At Washington University in St. 
Louis, 3 22-year-old SDS member, 
Michael $. Siskind, was arrested 


and convicted of the attempted fire 


bombing of an ROTC installation. 
At Ann Arbor, Mich, a bomb 
ripped through the bocal offices of 
the CIA, causing extensive property 
damage, and SDS claimed credit. 
Finally, a 26-year-old Army desert- 
er, SDSer Cameron D. Bishop, be- 
came the first campus radical to 
make the FBI's Ten Most Wanted 
List—charged with the dynamite 
sabotage last January of defense- 
plant transmission-line towers near 
Denver. “It's not reform we're af- 
ter,” one SDSer told reporters at last 
summer's national convention in 
Chicago. “It's the destruction of your 
stinking, rotten society--and you 
better learn that fast.” 

The pronouncements of Black 
Panther leaders are strikingly simi-

At feast 58 of the bombings were 
attributed to such explosives. 

From Havana With Hate. Sub- 
stantial quantities of revolutionary 
propaganda are imported from Chi- 
na and Cuba by the Panthers and 
various New Left groups. One wide- 
ly circulated tract, originally pub- 
lished in Cuba, advocates extensive 
sabotage, the derailing of trains, the 
use of fire bombs, homemade flame- 
throwers and explosive booby traps. 
Finally, “advanced’ instruction” in 
the revolutionary arts is available 
outside the United States.

. sent off to federal prison—only to 
be seleased with time off for good 
behavior in March 1967. The “re- 
habilitated" Collier went on the 
New York City payroll as a recrea- 
tion supervisor and moved into the 
Black Panthers. In April 1969 he 

.' was behind bars again—one of 21 
Panthers chatged with conspiracy 

* to bomb department, stores and to 
murder police. Collier is only one 
of hundreds of youkg Americans 
who have traveled to Cuba in recent 

* years. In August 1968, for instance, 
34 SDS members made their way 
to’ Cuba via Mexico. Part of the

Front of South Vietnam, who urged

Fat Cats and Foundations. The 
dollars that fuel the New Left and 
Black Power movements come from 
a varicty of sources—foreign and 
domestic, fegal and illegal. Many 
New Leftists come from affluent 
homes with indulgent parents whose 


generous allowances cover travel: 


and minimum living expenses. Op- 
erating costs of the movement are 
high, however. Just to maintain the 


SDS national office, for instance,- 


costs more than $80,000 a year. 
Some of this is covered by mem- 
bership dues and the sale of litera- 
ture. But nearly 60 percent of the 
SDS budget comes in the form of 


‘ contributions—including — substan- 


tial, amounts, curiously, ‘from 
wealthy benefactors. As FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover told Congress, four 
individuals —a Cleveland industrial- 


ist, the wife of a millionaire Chicago . 


attorney, a New England heiress, 
and a wealthy New York lecturer 
and writer—have contributed a total 
of more than $100,000 to New Left 
activities. .

Hoover disclosed that one such 
group, located in New York, has 


supplied more than $250,000 during

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(enrollment 18,000), several hun- 
dred student radicals took advan- 
tage of campus apathy and captured 
the student government in a little- 
noticed election. 

Once in control of the $400,000- 
a-year associated students fund, de- 
rived from required student fees and 
some bookstore profits, the radicals 
ousted the business manager and 
his staff, slashed allocations for tra- 
ditional activities —athletics, service 
clubs, various extracurricular groups 
—and embarked on a wild orgy of 
revolutionary spending. From then 
until State Attorney General Thom- 
as Lynch impounded the fund last 
February, they approved pay and 
allowances for each other, purchased 
guns, commissioned “Hate Whitey” 
movies for ghetto showings, hired 
Panthers as lecturers. 

The militants discovered other 
sources of money, including funds 
available from government agencies 
tw Bay Area colleges, which were to 
enable them to conduct Community 
Action programs in the slums. Col- 
lege radicals promptly maneuvered 
themselves and their allies into 
many of the 300 to 500 work-study 
student jobs, each paying up to 
$3.50 an hour, These work-study 
students, operating in pairs through- 
out the ghetto, organized protest 
marches and school boycotts, pick- 
eted defense plants, fomented rent 
strikes and promoted “lic-ins” to 
halt troop trains. 

The use of anti-poverty funds for 
disruption and violence is not con- 
fined to the Bay Area. Indeed, from 


coast to coast, black and white &- 
tremists. of all descriptions have 


managed to grab a piece of the 


action: 
Item: Black Panther leaders Bob- 
by Seale, Hucy Newton and George 


Murray all spent time on the anti- 


poverty payroll. In Jersey City, that 
city’s chief Panther kept his anti- 
poverty job even after he was ar- 
rested for assaulting a policeman. 

Item: In New York City, officials 
put up $30,000 for a “Free Store,” 
designed to aid hippies and other 
“alienated youth.” Free Store facili-. 
ties were used to distribute leaflets 
on the manufacture of fire bombs 
and to recruit demonstrators for the 
1968 Democratic national conven- 
tion in Chicago. $ 

dtem: Little more than a year ago, 
Cleveland police walked into an 
ambush in the steaming Glenville 
ghetto—and were cut down one by 
one by trained marksmen. In 30 
minutes, two patrolmen and a licu- 
tenant were dead, 14 more were 
wounded. The leader of the upris- 
ing, black militant Fred (Ahmed) 
Evans, had received nearly $7000 in 
local anti-poverty funds —and boast- 
ed he had used part of the moncy 
for purchasing the murder weapons. 

Capacity for Chaos. The largest 
source of Panther funds is not the 
poverty program, however, but the 
armed robberies and the shake- 
downs committed in the name of 
revolution. The Panthers’ so-called 
“Breakfast Program” is a perfect 
example. 


Tough young recruits swagger — 
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through the ghetto informing mer- 
chants that the Panthers are running 
pre-school chow lines for under- 
privileged black kids. Contributions 
— in the form of foodstuffs or mon- 
ey—are demanded. “You wouldn't 
want somcone to burn down your 
store.” smiled one. Los Angeles 
Panther. 

The merchants get the message. 

In the San Francisco area, an auto 

- dealer who refused to give the Pan- 

thers money arrived at work the 
next day to find his plate-glass win- 
dows shattered. A Chinese grocer 
in Oakland whotefused to continue 
donations saw his place badly dam- 
aged by fire. In Harrisburg, Pa. 
“uncooperative” merchants were 
fire-bombed. “Most merchants: are 
petrified,” explains an East Coast 
police official. “So they kick in—$25, 
$50, $100 2 week.” 

Such “voluntary contributions” 
finance an insidious program 
revolutionary indoctrination. Im- 
pressionable school-age children — 
second, third and fourth graders — 
are fed not only bacon and eggs 
(usually in church basements) but 
massive doses of racist propaganda, 
A coloring book that shows blacks 
mutilating policemen with guns, 
knives and hatchets has been dis- 
tributed in at beast five different 


Programs.

Other Panther projects are fi- 
nanced by armed robbcries, as ex- 
Panther Larry C. Powell told the 
McClellan Subcommittee. As a 
member of the elite black guard, 
Powell related, he had been assigned 
to one of the “rip-out” squads that 
carried out the daily robberies or- 
dered by the Black Panther Party 
Central Committee. Stores were 
carefully targeted —“A place wasn't 
worth robbing unless it had $500 or 
more"—with one third of the take 
going to the Panther treasury and 
the other two thirds split among the 

rs. 

“The Panthers are no more repre- 
sentative .of American blacks than 
the Students for a Democratic Soci- 
ety are of the country's seven million 
collegians. But both groups have a 
capacity for disruption that far ex- 
eeeds their numbers. By carefully 
selecting issues—from the Vietnam - 
war to “police brutality"—and by 
exploiting them fully, they have 
stirred to action thousands who 
would not normally become in- 
volved. And the havoc they have 
wreaked has had far-reaching con-' 
sequences. It has jeopardized the 
struggle for civil rights, severely dis- 
rupted the normal processes of our 
academic system and posed a major 
threat to the continued existence of 
our democratic system.

Louis area was 
sufficient to blunt the effectiveness of this particular 
article, While no specific information has been received 
from informants and sources as to the actual comments from 
the local New Left figures, it is apparent that there is no 
strong support in the St. Louis area among the New Left 
extremists for the Black Panther Party. This is further 
evidenced by the fact that there has been no serious attempt 
of any kind to “formulate a Black Panther Chapter in this 
Division despite the fact that the St. Louis metropolitan 
area has a high Negro population and presumably has sufficient 
black militants who might be interested in such an organization.

ACTION, described above, continues to be the only

A dispute over tactics and contro! of the 
Detroit-based Republic of New Africae 
(RNA) has split the black separatist group 
and left Richard and Milton R. Henry, the 
brothers who founded il, on opposite sides of 
the fence. 

The conflict has been variously described 
ax anything from a “power struggle" to @ 
“misunderstanding.” 

It came to a head this week when Milton 
Henry, a Pontiac attorney and first vice-pres- 
ident of the RNA, suspended his brother, 
Richard, from positions as RNA minister of 
+ the interior and Midwest regional vice-presi- 

dent. 

Richard, known in the RNA as Brother 

Imari. claimed that “subversive” members 

ef the organization deliberately fed misinfor- 


mation to Milton, creating ® “‘misunderstand- 
ing” which led to the suspension, 


OTHER SOURCES, however, indicated 
Milton Henry is trying to purge his brother 
from the organization because of personal 
and political differences. 

These sources say Richard, as speaker of 
the RNA's legislative body, was trying to 
take contro! of the organization's military 
arm, the Black Legion. 

Although admitting that his suggestions 
for recruitment and use of a 100,000-man 
“defensive force” were not accepted Mil- 
ton Henry and other RNA leaders, Richard 
Henry denied any intention of trying to usurp 
power from ‘his brother. 

“[ love and support my brother,” Richard 
said, “and I will continue to do #0.”

Richard added, however, 
that he felt his brother was

“Milton is a victim of their 
subversion—not a part of it,” 
he said. 

Asked to explain his reasons 
for the suspension, Milton 
Henry told The Detroit News: 

“| absolutely cannot coma 
ment on this. Much as 1 
would like to answer these 
charges, I cannot discuss the 
internal affairs of the republic 
in public.” 

Richard said he did not 
know why he had been sus- 
pended from the RNA cabinet. 


“BUT I HAVE BEEN. pur- 
suing certain policies thet 
have upset some people in the 
republic, and this may be the 
reason,” he said. 

One of those policies, he 
said, involved the establish- 
ment of the 100,000-man force 
which would serve As a 
“deterrent” to prevent hostile 
acts against the RNA by the 
U.S. government or other seg- 
ments of white society, 

Richard expressed con- 
fidence that the “citizens” of 
the RNA would support him 
against those who engineered 
his suspension. He predicted 
that he would be vindicated 
before the next legislative 
convention, which he said 
would be held in the next two 
months. 

He added, however, thal he 
did not plan to press for the 
ereatipn of (he 100,000-man
